Inquests 

At  Cambridge,  on  March  5,  an  inquiry  was  held  regard- 
ing the  death  of  Mr.  Stanley  C.  Houston,  an  under- 
graduate. Mr.  S.  Greenberg,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst, 
said  that  the  stomach  contained  potassium  cyanide. 
There  was  a  similar  poison  in  the  cereal  Houston  had  for 
breakfast.  It  was  stated  that  it  was  easy  for  a  chemis- 
try student  to  obtain  poison  at  the  laboratory.  A  verdict 
of  "  Suicide  during  temporary  insanity  "  was  recorded. 

The  Rochester  coroner  held  an  inquest  on  February  28 
on  the  body  of  Edward  M.  Baldock,  general  labourer, 
Frindsbury.  Mr.  Noel  Boucher,  solicitor,  appeared  for 
R.  H.  Allen  &  Co.,  Sydenham,  London,  S.E.  The  widow 
stated  in  evidence  that  on  the  morning  of  February  12  her 
husband  woke  up  with  a  very  had  headache.  His  head 
was  very  bad  all  day.  About  4.50  p.m.  he  took  a  pinch  of 
antieatarrh  snuff  from  a  box  which  he  had  purchased  on 
the  previous  Saturday.  Dr.  Blair  was  summoned,  and  on 
his  advice  the  patient  was  removed  to  hospital.  The 
deceased  had  suffered  periodically  from  headaches  for 
about  two  years,  but  to  witness's  knowledge  had  not  taken 
any  similar  snuff  previously.  The  house  physician  of  a 
local  hospital  said  that  the  deceased  was  admitted  to 
hosjhtal  in  an  unconscious  condition,  and  artificial  respira- 
tion was  employed  without  .result.  Witness  had  since  made 
a  post-mortem  examination,  and  organs  of  the  deceased's 
body  had  been  analysed  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Arnaud.  the  county 
analyst.  No  menthol  was  .found  in  the  stomach  contents, 
and  there  was  no  poisonous  substance  present.  The  cause 
of  deceased's  headaches  was  toxic  meningitis.  The  snuff 
was  .perf  ectly  harmless,  but  if  taken  frequently  in  massive 
doses  it  would  irritate  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose 
and  produce  congestion.  Edward  Baldock,  father  of  the 
deceased,  said  the  snuff  had  only  been  taken  from  one 
corner  of  the  'box.  The  doctor,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Boucher, 
said  he  would  not  be  surprised  to  hear  that  500.000  boxes 
of  the  snuff  had  been  sold  by  Messrs.  Allen  &  Co.  without 
any  complaint.  The  jury  returned  an  open  verdict  and 
expressed  the  view  that  the  snuff  had  in  no  way  contri- 
buted to  the  deceased's  death. 

Sheffield 

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society  has 
elected  Dr.  H.  Bown,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  Dr.

Executive  Meetings 

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at 
4/5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  on  February  25,  1930, 
Mr.  H.  Gilleghan  in  the  chair. 

Pharmacy  Week 

In  view  of  the  large  majority  of  votes  returned  in 
favour  of  holding  another  Pharmacy  Week,  it  was 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  organisation  of  a  "  Week  " 
to  be  held  later  in  the  year  than  on  the  previous 
occasion. 

Testing  of  Prescribed  Appliances 

The  Executive  considered  correspondence  which  had 
passed  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  regard  to  the 
Ministry's  decision  that  they  could  no  longer  adhere  to 
the  previous  agreement  to  take  no  disciplinary  measures 
in  the  case  of  first  offenders  as  regards  appliances,  and 
that  each  case  would  in  future  be  treated  on  its  merits 
as  in  cases  of  the  testing  of  dispensed  medicines.  The 
Executive  directed  the  Ministry  of  Health  be  informed 
that  the  R.P.U.  could  not  accept  this  view,  and  that 
they  still  maintained  that  where  a  chemist  had  bought 
dressings  under  absolute  warranty  conditions,  he  should 
not  be  penalised  on  the  first  occasion. 

Drug  Advisory  Committee 

The  Executive  considered  the  reports  of  the  Drug 
Advisory  Committee.  A  letter  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  stating  that  it  was  proposed  to  extend 
the  term  of  office  of  the  committee  for  another  year 
from  January  1,  1930.  Draft  regulations  for  giving 
effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  were 
considered  and  approved. 

Other  Business 

A  suggestion  from  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Branch 
that  the  R.P.U.  should  adopt  a  registered  design  for 
the  use  of  members  was  referred  for  further  con- 
sideration. 

The  secretary  reported  on  the  action  taken  in  connec- 
tion with  unstamped  proprietaries. 

A  suggestion  was  received  from  a  member  regarding 
the  revision  of  the  patent-medicine  duty,  but  the  matter 
was  deferred  for  further  consideration  at  a  later  date. 

The  secretary  reported  that  certain  preparations  in 
the  National  Formulary  were  to  be  altered,  notably  lin. 
alb.  and  lin.  methyl,  salicyl.  ;  these  alterations  could  not, 
however,  be  effected  before  June. 

The  Executive  approved  the  draft  of  the  evidence  to 
be  submitted  before  the  Royal  Commission  on  Licensing. 

CD. A.  Matters 

The  secretary  reported  that  there  were  eleven  cases 
outstanding  since  the  last  meeting,  two  of  which  had 
been  settled  as  follow  : — (1)  Claim  for  medical  expenses 
in  connection  with  swollen  arm  caused  by  embrocation 
supplied ;  settled  by  payment  of  £5.

Fourteen  new  cases  had  arisen  during  the  month, 
and  settlements  had  been  effected  in  the  following 
cases: — (1)  Bad  arm  caused  by  embrocation  supplied, 
settled  by  payment  of  £5.  (2)  Illness  caused  by  medicine 
wrongly  dispensed;  settled  by  payment  of* £5.  (3) 
Illness  caused  by  medicine  wrongly  dispensed  ;  settled  by 
payment  ol  £1  8s.  (4)  Damage  to  overcoat  by  case  out- 
side premises ;  settled  by  payment  of  £2  10s.  (5) 
Injury  to  passer-by  caused  by  tiles  blown  from  roof; 
settled  by  payment  of  £5  5s.  (6)  Injuries  caused  by 
falling  ladder ;  settled  by  payment  of  £16  10s.  (7) 
Injuries  caused  to  passer-by  through  falling  down  trap- 
door ;  settled  by  payment  of  £4. 

The  secretary  reported  that  two  members  had  been 
defended  in  respect  of  summonses  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.    In  one  case  the  member  had  been 


fined  40s.,  with  £3  3s.  costs,  for  selling  liniment  of 
turpentine  deficient  in  turpentine ;  and  in  the  other  a 
fine  of  £15,  with  £10  costs,  had  been  imposed  for  selling 
camphorated  oil  deficient  in  camphor.  Two  members 
had  been  defended  in  respect  of  summonses  under  the 
Shops  Acts  and  had  been  fined  2Cs.  and  5s.,  with  costs, 
respectively. 


"  Known,  Admitted  and  Approved  "  Remedies 

A  letter,  dated  March  3,  has  been  sent  <by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Union  (Mr.  G.  A.  Mallrnson)  to  secretaries  of 
branches  and  of  chemists'  associations  regarding  the  an- 
nouncement by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  (printed 
in  full  on  p.  300  of  this  issue)  of  a  change  in  the  condi- 
tions of  exemption  for  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  " 
remedies  when  sold  by  registered  chemists.  After  quoting 
the  announcement,  the  letter  states  : — 

"  You  will  observe  that  this  change  in  the  conditions 
under  which  the  '  known,  admitted  and  approved  '  re- 
commendation is  recognised  by  the  Board  will  involve 
chemists  in  considerable  loss  and  inconvenience.  The 
objections  and  arguments  placed  before  the  officials  of 
the  Board  of  Customs  by  the  R.P.U.  have  apparently 
been  overruled,  but  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  Board  on 
Saturday  last  to  reconsider  its  decision,  at  any  rate  in  so 
far  as  it  affects  the  retail  chemist.  It  may  be  necessary 
to  take  other  action  later  if  the  Board  persists  in  requir- 
ing from  chemists  the  disclosure  of  formulas  on  the  labels, 
but  in  the  meantime  you  will  be  strengthening  our  hands 
if  you  will,  by  return  of  post,  address  a  protest  to  the 
Board  on  the  following  lines  : — 

[A  draft  form  of  protest  is  given.] 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  rise  the  exact  form  of  words 
given  above,  but  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  the  appeal 
lodged  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union."

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Legal  Reports 

Compulsory  Scdo  of  Shares. — Mr,  Justice  Luxmoore,  in 
the  Chancery  Division,  on  March  4,  had  before  ihim  a 
petition  by  Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  arising 
out  of  the  scheme  for  the  transfer  of  the  shares  of 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  the  petitioning  company, 
■who  sought  to  obtain  authority  to  give  notice  to  those 
shareholders  of  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  who  had  dis- 
sented from  or  not  assented  to  the  scheme  that  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries  desired  to  acquire  their  shares  on 
the  terms  of  the  scheme  and  contract  with  the  substi- 
tution of  the  date,  January  1,  1930/  for  Januairy  1,  1927. 
Mr.  Gordon  Browne,  for  the  petitioners,  applied  for  the 
petition  to  be  allowed  to  stand  over  for  a  month  on  the 
ground  that  further  evidence  would  liave  to  be  filed  in 
view  of  the  opposition  to  the  petition,  and  that  the  oppo- 
nents would  have  to  answer  that  evidence.  Mr.  Hart  ap- 
plied for  two  dissentient  preference  shareholders,  and  Mi*. 
Lindon  for  two  ordinary  shareholders,  who  also  opposed. 
Mr.  Hart  said  his  clients  were  two  ladies,  one  of  whom 
was  a  widow  of  limited  means.  He  thought  they  ought 
to  be  supplied  with  copies  of  the  evidence  without 
charge.

Gladys  Cooper's  Beauty  Preparations,  Ltd. — In 
the  Companies  Court,  on  March  3,  Mr.  Justice  Maugham 
had  before  him  a  petition  by  Lady  Gladys  Constance 
Pearson  (Gladys  Cooper)  for  the  compulsory  winding-up  of 
Gladys  Cooper's  Beauty,  Preparations,  Ltd.  Mr.  Gavin 
Simonds,  K.C.,  for  the  petitioner,  said  that  the  petition 
was  based  on  the  ground  of  deadlock.  Lady  Pearson 
owned  half  of  the  shares  and  was  one  of  the  two  directors 
of  the  company.  The  petition  was  opposed,  and  he 
wanted  an  adjournment  for  a  week  to  answer  the  very 
voluminous  affidavits  put  in  which  were  accompanied  by 
a  large  number  of  exhibits.  His  Lordship  :  Is  it  not 
rather  complicated  by  this,  that  there  are  a  number 
of  creditors  concerned?  Mr.  Beebee  and  Mr.  Rad- 
cliffe,  on  behalf  of  creditors,  opposed  the  peti- 
tion. Mr.  Beebee  said  it  was  important  that 
the  matter  should  be  disposed  of  as  soon  as 
possible,  because  of  the  effect  it  might  have  on  the 
business.  All  the  creditors,  with  one  accord,  were  oppos- 
ing the  petition.  It  was  a  contributory's  petition.  His 
Lordship  :  If  the  company  is  solvent  I  do  not  see  why  the 
creditors  should  not  be  paid  off.  An  adjournment  for  a 
'week  was  granted. 

.Drug  Incorporated  of  America.' — The  report  for  the 
year  1929,  embodying  the  consolidated  income  statement 
and  balance-sheet  states  that  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  moulding  together  the  various  units. 
Earnings  available  for  dividends  amounted  to  $17,013,543. 
Based  on  the  average  number  of  shares  outstanding,  a 
yield  per  share  is  shown  of  $6.90.  This  compares  with 
$5.86  a  share  earned  during  the  full  year  of  1928,  when 
earnings  amounted  to  $12,797,871,  an  . increase  of  32.94 
per  cent.  Properties  owned  and  operated  showed  an 
increase  in  profits  of  $2,300,000,  or  practically  18  per 
cent.  The  earnings  do  not  include  the  company's  pro- 
portion of  the  undisturbed  earnings  of  the  Boots  Pure 
Drug  Co.,  of  England;  Household  Products,  Inc.; 
United  Drug  Co.  and  Liggett's  Drug  Stores,  of  Canada; 
and  Bayer  Products,  of  England.  The  consolidated 
income  statement  of  the  company  and  its  subsidiaries 
shows  a  gross  profit  of  $58,382.262 ;  merchandising  and 
operating  expenses  were  $38,870,861,  leaving  $19,511,401, 
which,  with  other  income,  including  return  from  invest- 
ments, net  $3,550,029,  makes  $23,061-431.  Depreciation 
took  $1,750,983,  interest  on  funded  debt  $2,345,593,  and 
Federal  tax  reserve  $1,943,833.  Net  income  amounted  to 
$17,013,543.  Dividends  paid  absorbed  $9,872,246, 
leaving  earned  surplus  at  $12,633,865,  against  $5,492,567 
at  December  31,  1928. 

Borax  Consolidated,  Ltd. — The  thirty-second  ordinary 
general  meeting  was  held  on  February  26  at  the  Cannon 
Street  Hotel,  E.C.  The  Earl  of  Leven  and  Melville 
(the  chairman)  said  that  the  company  had  had  a  bad 
year  from  the  profit-making  point  of  view,  and,  as  a 
consequence,  the  directors  were,  for  the  first  time  in 
thirty-one  years,  or  since  the  formation  of  the  com- 
pany, not  able  to  recomend  a  dividend  on  the  deferred 
ordinary  shares.    He  was  glad  to  say  that  competitive 
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sellers  had  for  the  most  part  relieved  the  strain  by- 
quoting  higher  prices  than  those  of  the  last  six  months 
of  the  company's  financial  year,  and,  while  there  were 
still  some  disturbing  elements,  there  was  a  reasonable 
prospect  that  the  improvement  could  be  maintained. 
The  balance  of  profit  and  loss  account,  £160.624,  was 
only  about  half  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  it  was 
evident  from  the  figures  that  this  had  not  fully  covered 
the  prior  charges.  As  to  the  current  year,  the  industry 
was  in  a  much  healthier  condition,  but  it  had  had  a 
bad  time,  and  could  not  be  expected  to  make  a  miracu- 
lously quick  recovery.  There  was  a  good  prospect  of 
borax  finding  new  outlets.  During  the  past  year  the 
company  had  been  in  a  state  of  reorganisation,  but 
with  the  increasing  demand  which  was  certainly  taking 
place — their  sales  of  borax  to  date  being  ahead  of  last 
year — was  a  saving  in  distribution  expenses  and  the 
cutting  out  of  every  expense  capable  of  reduction,  and 
a  moderate  recovery  of  prices.  With  the  advantages 
of  low  costs  due  to  the  new  mineral,  the  directors 
looked  to  being  able  to  show  again  a  satisfactory  profit 
and  loss  account.  The  report  and  accounts  were  adopted. 

Evans  Sons  Leschee  &  Webb,  Ltd. — The  report  of 
the  directors  to  be  submitted  to  the  fifth  ordinary 
general  meeting,  to  be  held  at  the  Law  Association 
Rooms,  14  Cook  Street,  Liverpool,  -on  March  7.  gives 
a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  assets  and  liabilities  as 
at  December  31,  1929.  also  a  profit  and  loss  account 
for  the  year  ended  that  date.  The  capital  reserve 
account  is  further  augmented  by  £3,036  16s.,  and 
mortgage  redemption  fund  by  the  annual  increment  of 
£1,077  18s.  4d.  Mortgages  are  reduced  by  £1,500.  The 
new  buildings  at  Evans'  Biological  Institute,  rendered 
necessary  by  the  expansion  in  the  sale  of  the  company's 
biological  products,  came  into  occupation  during  the 
year  ;  and  further  extensions  in  the  manufacturing  opera- 
tions at  the  pharmaceutical  laboratories  and  the  fine 
chemical  works  have  been  carried  out.  The  capital  cost 
of  these  extensions  to  date  is  reflected  in  the  figures 
for  property  and  plant  in  the  balance  sheet.  While  it 
is  not  possible  to  report  any  general  improvement  in 
trading  conditions,  benefit  has  accrued  to  the  company 
from  the  increased  output  from  these  factories,  and 
from  a  larger  sale  of  specialities  at  home  and  abroad. 
These  factors,  coupled  with  the  cumulative  effect  of  a 
higher  efficiency  in  the  general  distribution  of  the  busi- 
ness— as  foreshadowed  in  previous  reports — have  now 
led  to  a  material  improvement  in  the  earning  capacity 
of  the  company.

Council  Meeting 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloom>sbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.I,  on  March  5,  Mr.  L.  Moreton 
Parry  (president)  in  the  chair.  There  were  no  absent 
members. 

Items  from  Private  -Meeting 

The  report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  private  meeting 
of  the  Council  on  Maieh  4  included  the  following:— 

It  was  agreed  to  renew  the  subscription  of  £10  10s. 
to  the  Royal  Botanic  Society  of  London. 

The  London  Public  Morality  Council  wrote  asking  for 
the  co-operation  of  the  Council  in  an  attempt  to  secure 
the  prohibition  of  the  exhibition  of  "birth-control  acces- 
sories in  shop  windows.  The  Council  approved  the  pro- 
posal of  the  London  Public  Morality  Council  in  prin- 
ciple, and  requested  Mr.  John  Keall  to  attend  any  con- 
ference that  might  be  called  by  the  Council  for  this 
purpose. 

The  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  wrote  drawing  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  draft  Poor  Law  Order,  1930, 
did  not  provide  for  the  appointment  of  pharmacists  as 
principal  officers.  The  Council  appointed  the  president, 
Messrs.  Antcliffe  and  Jenkin  as  a  deputation  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  upon  this  matter,  and  made  arrange- 
ments for  action  to  be  taken  through  the  branches  in 
the  event  of  this  becoming  necessary. 

The  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  wrote  stating  that 
in  future  the  Board  would  require  the  full  formula  of 
proprietary  medicines  for  which  the  "  known,  admitted 
and  approved  "  remedies  exemption  was  claimed  to  be 
disclosed  on  the  label,  in  place  of  a  reference  to  a  formu- 
lary as  hitherto.  The  president  was  requested  to  take 
an  early  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Board  of  Customs. 

The  Council  remitted  to  the  Education  Committee  the 
question  of  revising  the .  regulations  drawn  up  in  1903 
for  the  acceptance  of  colonial  qualifications  for  registra- 
tion in  Great  Britain. 

The  secretary  was  authorised  to  make  arrangements 
for  written  examinations  to  be  held  in  Brighton,  Not- 
tingham and  Portsmouth  in  addition  _  to  the  centres 
already  selected,  for  the  July  examination  only. 

The  Council  accepted  a  recommendation  that  the  wit- 
nesses before  the  Royal  Commission  on  Licensing  should 
be  the  secretary  of  the  Society  and  the  secretary  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union. 

The  secretary  reported  that  his  attention  bad  been 
drawn  to  a  circular  letter  sentr  by  the  Central  Midwives 
Board  to  midwifery  training  hospitals,  together  with  a 
copy  of  a  letter  from  the  London  County  Council  to 
the  Board.  The  London  County  Council  had  drawn 
attention  to  the  fact  that  there  were  different  strengths 
of  lysol  and  lysol  solution  obtainable  on  the  market;  that 
this  resulted  in  variations  in  the  dilutions  actually  used, 
and  that  strong  solutions  of  lysol  were  liable  to  cause 
irritation  to  the  patient  and  roughen  the  hands  ,  of 
nurses  and  surgeons  using  it.  The  Central  Midwives 
Board  had  recommended  that  the  use  of  lysol  by  mid- 
wives  should  be  discontinued,  but  they  did  not  recom- 
mend any  other  disinfectant  to  take  its  place.  The 
Council  agreed  that  the  Society  should  invite  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Disinfectant  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  to  co-operate 
with  the  Society  in  the  preparation  of  a  specification 
for  a  lysol  which  would  be  suitable  for  use  by  midwives. 

Deaths 

The  President,  on  the  resumption  of  the  proceedings 
on  March  5,  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  deaths 
of  Dr.  Arnall,  Cardiff,  and  Mr.  T.  Mackinnon,  Glasgow. 
The  former,  he  reminded  the  Council,  died  in  tragic 
circumstances  from  the  effects  of  an  explosion  which 
occurred  while  he  was  conducting  research  for  a  paper 
which  was  to  have  been  presented  at  the  Cardiff  Con- 
ference. Dr  Arnall,  he  added,  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  examiners,  and  by  his  early  death  the  Society 
had  lost  a  valuable  officer.    Mr.  Mackinnon,  who  died 


on  February  21,  had  been  for  over  twenty-five  years  a 
prominent  figure  in  Glasgow  pharmaceutical  circles. 

Mr.  Guthrie  expressed  appreciation  of  the  president's 
reference  to  Mr.  Mackinnon,  adding  that  the  latter's 
death  at  a  relatively  early  age  had  caused  general  regret 
in  Glasgow  and  Western  Scotland. 

Mr.  KEALt  said  he  had  known  Dr.  Arnall  as  a  scho.'1-- 
boy"  and  also  as  a  student.  He  appeared  to  be  destine*, 
for  a  wonderful  career,  and "  his  premature  death  was 
to  be  deplored. 

Elections  and  Restorations 

Forty-three  persons  were  elected  members  of  the 
Society  and  forty  persons  as  student-associates.  Two 
persons  were  restored  to  the  Register  and  a  number 
to  the  Society.  The  registrar  reported  that  eighty-eight 
persons  had  been  registered  as  apprentices  or  students. 

Mr.  Marns  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  among 
the  nominations  for  membership  was  the  name  of  a 
medical  practitioner. 

The  President  explained  that  the  person  referred  to 
was  on  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Council  Scholarships  Examinations 

It  was  agreed  that  the  following  examiners  be  invited  to 
conduct  the  Council's  scholarships  examinations  :— 
Chemistry  and  Physics,  Dr.  W.  H.  Linnell ;  Botany, 
Dr.  T.  G.  Hill;  English  Essay,  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman; 
Languages,  Mr.  James  Grier;  Business  Methods,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Young;  Pharmacy,  Mr.  T.  M.  Ridley. 

Examinations  in  Scotland 

-  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Privy  Council,  forwarding 
a  copy  of  the  report  of  Professor  Ralph  Stockman, 
•the  Government -visitor  to  the  examinations  in  Scotland, 
in  April,  July  and  October  last.  The  report  contained  the 
following  passages  : — 

Preliminary  Scientific  Examination-. — If  the  candidate  is 
rejected  in  two  subjects  he  fails  to  pass,  and  must  appear 
again  for  the  whole ,  examination ;  if  he  is  rejected  in  one 
subject  only  he  is  referred  in  it,  and  must  appear  again, 
but  passes  in  the  other  two.  Number  of  Candidates 
examined  854 ;  passed  549  (64  per  cent.) ;  referred  185 
(21  per  cent.) ;  failed  122  (14  per  cent.).  Of  those  who 
were  referred  81  failed  to  pass  in  botany  alone,  84  in 
chemistry  alone,  and  18  in  physics,  alone.  Of  those  who 
failed  113  failed  in  botany,  107  in  chemistry,  and  56  in 
physics.  Commencing  in  October  new  methods  of  examin- 
ing were  introduced.  The  April  and  July  examinations 
were  conducted  under  the  expiring  regulations.  In  July, 
for  the  first  time,  there  was  a  special  examiner  in  physics 
(Dr.  J.  R.  .Milne),  and  this  constitutes  a  great  improve- 
ment, as  it  enabled  the  examiners  in  chemistry  to  devote 
more  time  to  their  own  subject,  and  has  put  quite  a 
different  stamp  on  the  examination,  in  physics.  Dr.  Milne 
has  given  much  time  and  consideration  to  perfecting  the 
practical  part  of  the  examination,  and  has  now  installed 
a' very  complete  set  of  apparatus  for  experimental  work 
designed  to  test  the  candidates'  practical  knowledge  as 
distinct  from  mere  book  knowledge. 

In  October  103  candidates  were  examined  under  the"  old 
regulations  and  8  under  the  new.  Of  these  8,  6  failed,  and 
2  were  referred.  I  read  12  of  the  written  papers  (4  in 
each  subject),  and  .all  these  except  3  were  very  deficient. 
The  candidates,  on  being  asked,  agreed  that  the  time 
allowed  for  answering  the  questions  was  quite  sufficient. 

Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  Examination. — Candi- 
dates rejected  in  two  or  more  subjects  fail,  those  rejected 
in  one  subject  only  are  referred.  Number  of  candidates 
examined,  729 ;  passed,  374  (51  per  cent.) ;  referred,  196 
(26  per  cent.) ;  failed,  159  (21  per  cent.).  Of  those  who 
were  referred,  17  failed  to  pass  in  pharmacognosy  only, 
158  in  pharmacy  only,  21  in  pharmaceutical  chemistry 
only,  and  none  in  forensie  pharmacy.  Of  those  who  failed, 
101  failed  to  pass  in  pharmacognosy,  127  in  pharmacy,  113 
in  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  and  36  in  forensic  pharmacy. 

Taking  the  "  failed  "  and  "  referred  "  candidates  in 
pharmacy  together,  trie  total  number  rejected  is  285  out  of 
729,  or  39  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  It  is  certainly  a  much 
too  large  proportion.    The  fault  does  not  lie  in  the  cxami- 
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nation,  which  is  comparatively  simple  and  conducted  on 
commonsense  lines,  nor  can  it  be  said  to  lie  entirely  with 
the  candidates,  but  must,  I  am  afraid,  be  attributed  mainly 
to  their  .apprentice  training-.  Many  of  them  were  deficient 
in  dispensing  and  very  deficient  in  their  knowledge  of 
Latin  prescription  terms  and  in  correct  prescription  writing. 

In  October,  out  of  205  candidates,  178  were  examined 
under  the  old  regulations  and  27  under  the  new.  Of  the 
178  (old  regulations)  passed,  60  per  cent.  ;  referred,  24 
per  cent. ;  failed,  15  per  cent.  Of  the  27  (new  regulations), 
passed,  37  per  cent. ;  referred,  44  per  cent. ;  failed,  19 
per  cent. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  Examination. — In 
April  there  were  no  candidates,"  in  July  thirteen  candi- 
dates. Of  these  13  candidates,  passed,  9;  failed,  4.  Those 
who  passed  showed  on  the  whole  a  highly  creditable  know- 
ledge of  their  work. 

The  examination  is  a  thorough  and  searching  one,  de- 
manding a  high  standard  of  knowledge  from  the  candi- 
dates, and  was  very  efficiently  and  carefully  carried  out 
by  the  Examining-  Board.  In  my  last  report  I  commented 
on  the  length  of  time  occupied  by  the  examination,  and 
on  the  compulsory  inclusion  of  French  and  Germa.n,  and 
I  refer  again  to  those  points.  The  arrangements  made 
for  the  various  examinations  were  excellent,  and  the  can- 
didates were  treated  with  great  patience  and  considera- 
tion by  the  Examiners. 

International  Pharmaceutical  Federation 

The  president,  vice-president,  treasurer,  Mr.  Peck, 
Mr.  Hines,  Mr.  Rowsell,  Professor  Greenish  and  the 
secretary  were  appointed  as  a  panel  from  which  dele- 
gates will  be  selected  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation  to  be  held  at 
Stockholm  in  July. 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  showed  that 
a  number  of  schools  had  been  approved  for  various 
examination  subjects.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  showed 
that  nine  applications  had  been  received,  and  grants 
made  ranging  from  £10  to  £30.

Mr.  Keall  drew  attention  to  the  gift  from  the  Wolver- 
hampton chemists,  whose  secretary  had  explained  that 
as  it  had  been  decided  that  there  should  not  be  any 
flowers  at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Sleigh,  the  money  that 
would  otherwise  have  been  used  to  buy  wreaths  was 
now  sent  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Mr.  Keall  went  on 
to  point  out  the  serious  falling  off  in  subscriptions  to 
the  Fund,  which  to  date  were  £247  less  than  last  year. 
The  outlook  did  not  seem  very  reassuring.  He  realised, 
of  course,  that  conditions  were  very  difficult  this  year, 
but  they  were  equally  so  for  those  who  looked  to  the 
Fund  for  assistance.  He  hoped  the  members  would  not 
lose  sight  of  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Fund. 

The  President  said  it  was  quite  clear  that  something 
would  have  to  be  done  specially  for  the  Fund  this  year. 
The  drop  in  subscriptions  was  very  marked. 

Mr.  Beardsley  mentioned  that  the  president  of  the 
West  Ham  Association  had  called  on  every  chemist  in 
that  area,  and  the  outcome  was  that  a  large  number  of 
divisional  collecting  boxes  had  been  placed  in  chemists' 
shops.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Fund  would  benefit  sub- 
stantially from  this  special  effort.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 

The  Committee  of  this  fund  reported  that  during  the 
month  four  applications  had  been  considered,  and  recom- 
mended that  grants  ranging  from  £26  to  £52  be  made. 
The  report  was  adopted. 


Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since 
the  last  meeting,  including  a  balance  of  £47  15s.  8d., 
amounted  to  £9,259  5s.  10d.,  comprising  the  following 
items  : — Subscriptions,  £4,926  Is.  6d.  ;  registration  fees, 
£254  2s.  ;  examination  fees,  £123  18s.  ;  certificates  of 
qualification,  £4  4s.  ;  restoration  fees,  £1  Is.  ;  Pharma- 
cological Laboratories,  £87  7s.  ;  penalties,  £97  17s.

So  far  matters  were  shaping 
very  differently,  and  in  a  difficult  direction.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

Establishment  Committee 

The  report  of  this  committee  showed  that  the  Associa- 
tion of  Scientifio  Workers  had  sent  a  report  pointing 
out  the  inadequacy  of  the  State  grant  on  which  the 
South  Kensington  Science  Library  depended,  and  asked 
whether  the  Society  considered  that  action  should  be 
taken  in  Parliament  to  secure  the  funds  necessary,  and 
whether  it  would  wish  to  be  represented  at  a  confer- 
ence which  might  be  called  in  the  near  future  to  con- 
sider the  subject.  The  Committee  recommended  that 
the  Association  -of  Scientific  Workers  be  informed  that 
the  Society  was  sympathetic  to  the  action  they  were' 
taking  to  secure  additional  funds,  and  that  the  secre- 
tary be  appointed  to  represent  the  Society  at  the  pro- 
posed  conference.    The  report  was  adopted. 

This  was  all  the  public  business. 


Branch  Meetings 

Lancashire  (N.E.). — The  annuel  meeting  of  the  North- 
East  Lancashire  Branch  was  held  recently,  Mr.  A. 
Dobson  presiding.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to 
Mr.  Dobson,  who  had  served  the  Branch  efficiently 
during  his  two  years  of  office  as  chairman.

Preparations  in  Use 
These  imports  include  almost  all  forms  of  toilet  pre- 
parations, but  as  is  to  be  expected  in  a  country,  where 
the  women  folk  as  well  as  the  men  spend  a  great  deal 
of  their  time  out  of  doors,  lotions  and  other  prepara- 
tions for  protecting  the  skin  against  the  stress  of  the 
weather  are  most  in  demand.  Dentifrices,  too,  enjoy 
large  sales,  because,  for  some  reason  not  yet  discovered, 
the  teeth  of  the  people  are  on  the  whole  very  poor, 
and  the  Government  has  made  a  great  effort,  attended 
by  much  success,  to  educate  the  people  as  to  proper 
care  of  the  teeth.  Face  powders  are,  of  course,  univer- 
sally used  among  the  women  folk,  while  talc  powders, 
which  are  extensively  used  by  both  men  and  women, 
have  a  distinctly  remarkable  sale;  on  the  other  hand, 
there  is  only  a  small  sale  of  deodorants 

Where  the  Products  Come  From     ■  r, 
A  few  kinds  of  toilet  preparations  are  locally  made, 
but  there  is  a  widely-held  belief  that  the  imported  article 
is  of  better  quality.    Of  the  imported  goods  about  half 
come  from  Creat  Britain  and  about  one-fifth  from  the 


United  States.  Until  recently  the  United  States  held  a 
much  larger'  proportion  of  the  trade  than  this,  but  during 
the  last  few  years  the  imports  from  America  have  declined 
somewhat  while  the  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom 
have  increased  very  considerably. 

Market  Possibilities 

The  rjresent  growth  of  the  market  should  continue  for 
many  years  to  come.  During  the  period  that  the 
consumption  has  increased  150  per  cent,  the  population 
has  increased  only  about  15  per  cent.  The  population 
factor  then  does  not  enter  to  any  extent  into  the 
increase.  The  fact  that  the  price  of  toilet  preparations 
has  advanced  and  that  the  people  are  demanding  better 
and  better  quality  will  have  some  influence  on  the 
figures. 

Who  Will  Supply  the  Demand  ? 

Few  of  the  local  manufacturers  are  now  attempting 
to  supply  the  finer -toilet  lines,  and  it  will  be  many 
years  before  these  few  will  gain  wide  popularity. 
Repeated  examples  during  the  last  few  years  lead  to 
the  conclusion  that  any  manufacturer  who  cares  to  take 
the  trouble  can  build  up  a  very  substantial  business  in 
New  Zealand  in  the  course  of  a  very  short  space  of 
time.  In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  at  present 
this  is  just  about  the  most  profitable  market  in  the 
world.  The  foregoing  notes  are  based  on  a  review  by  the 
market  research  department  of  the  Goldberg  Advertising 
Agency,  Ltd.,  Wellington,  New  Zealand,  and  London.

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Associations'  Winter  Session 

Edinburgh  The  fourth  meeting  of  the  present  session 

of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants'  and  Appren- 
tices' Association  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh, 
on  February  7,  Mr.  J.  J.  Blackie  (president)  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  gave  an  address  entitled  The 
Story  of  the  Pictures  in  the  Society's  Hall  (in  which  the 
meetings  are  held).  First  came  that  of  Jacob  Bell 
(1810-59),  a  copy  of  the  Landseer  portrait  at  Bloomsbury 
Square.  Next  came  John  F.  Macfarlan  (1790-1861).  Like 
many  Scottish  pharmacists  of  the  period,  he  studied  and 
qualified  as  L.R  C.S.E.,  but  never  practised  medicine. 
He  took  a  keen  interest  in  many  movements,  political, 
municipal,  religious,  social,  moral  and  economic.  He  was 
the  first  Scottish  pharmacist  elected  to  the  Council  of 
the  Society  in  London.  Next  came  John  Duncan  (1789- 
1871),  who  was  a  native  of  Perth,  where  he  began  busi- 
ness. He  came  to  Edinburgh  in  1811.  As  indicative  of 
the  somewhat  crude  condition  of  pharmaceutical  practice 
at  that  time,  it  was  mentioned  that  ointments  were  dis- 
pensed in  mussel  shells.  Mr.  Duncan  set  a  higher  stand- 
dard,  and  acquired  world-wide  repute  through  his  asso- 
ciation with  Sir  James  Young  Simpson  and  the  manu- 
facture of  chloroform.  Mr.  Duncan's  partner,  William 
Flockhart,  was  L.R.C.S.E.  Mr.  Duncan  manifested 
great  kindness  to  his  assistants  leaving  to  begin  business 
on  their  own  account.  He  was.  the  first  chairman  of  the 
Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch.  Next  came 
David  Rennie  Brown  (1808-1875),  apprentice  and  first 
partner  of  J.  F.  Macfarlan.  During  his  apprenticeship 
he  studied  medicine.  He  had  shown  considerable  apti- 
tude in  his  apprenticeship  days  in  experimental  chemis- 
try and  the  construction  of  apparatus.  This  faculty 
found  ample  scope  in  devising-  machinery  for  the  manu- 
facture of  opium  alkaloids  and  other  product®,  in  which 
he  was  a  pioneer.  A  man  of  retiring  disposition,  he 
was  a  great  reader,  and  the  library  of  the  North  British 
Branch  was  enriched  by  his  many  donations  of  books. 
William  Tait  (1818-76)  "became  L.R.C.S.E.  in  1842  but 
never  practised  medicine.  He  took  the  first  prize  in  the 
large  botanical  class  at  the  Royal  Botanic  Garden  under 
Professor  J.  Hutton  Balfour.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
old  executive  of  the  North  British  Branch,  of  which  he 
was  just  on  the  point  of  being  elected  chairman  when 
he  died.  John  MacKay  (1818-81),  the  most  outstanding 
personality  in  Scottish  pharmacy,  was  apprenticed  to 
Pugh  &  Plews,  a  well-known  Edinburgh  firm,  in  1830. 
In  1836  he  secured  an  appointment  as  assistant  with  John 
Bell  &  Co.,  Oxford  Street,  London.  While  there  he 
became  an  initimate  friend  of  Jacob  Bell,  and  this  inti- 
macy was  probably  the  most  potent  influence  in  securing 
the  adherence  of  Scottish  pharmacists  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  setting  up  of  the  North  British 
Branch,  of  which  he  became  honorary  secretary  from  the 
outset.  He  began  business  on  his  own  account  in  Edin- 
burgh in  1838.  He  was  often  called  "  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  Scotland."  Thomas  Smith  (1807-93)  was 
a  native  of  Paisley.  His  family  having  removed  to 
Edinburgh,  he  began  as  an  apprentice  cabinet-maker,  and 
his  skill  in  devising  chemical  apparatus  (of  which  he 
had  many  fine  small-scale  examples  in  a  private  laboratory 
in  his  house)  may  have  been  due  to  his  craftsmanship  in 
early  days.  He  opened  a  druggist's  shop  in  Pleasance, 
Edinburgh,  studied  medicine  and  qualified  as  L.R.C.S.E. 
in  1828.  Removing  to  Canonmills,  he  practised  medicine 
and  was  appointed  district  medical  officer  in  the  great 
cholera  epidemic  time  of  1832.  In  company  with  his  brother 
Henry,  who  was  also  L.R.C.S.E.,  he  opened  the  phar- 
macy in  Duke  Street,  abandoning  medical  practice  and 
devoting  himself  to  research  and  manufacturing.  He 
was  a  student  of  the  notorious  Dr.  Robert  Knox,  teacher 
of  anatomy  in  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  from  1824 
to  1827,  the  period  when  material  for  the  dissecting  room 
was  supplied  by  the  murderers.  Burke  and  Hare.  The 
pictures  were  fitted  to  inspire  all  who  saw  them.  Messrs. 
Carrie  and  Stout  having  spoken,  a  cordial- vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill. 

Edinburgh. — The  fifth  meeting  of  the  present  session 
of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association  was  held  on  February  26,  Mr.  J.  J.  Blackie 
(president)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  David  Kay,  in  a  paper 
on  Inks:  Their  History  and  Uses,  gave  a  comprehensive 


survey  of  this  subject.  The  paper  was  illustrated  by 
specimens  of  the  various  tanning  materials  which  are 
the  basis  of  the  iron  inks,  together  with  specimens  of 
aniline  and  carbon  inks  and  cards  illustrating  the  differ- 
ences and  particular  characters  indicated  by  the  different 
inks  when  used.  Mr.  F.  J.  Jackson  read  a  paper  on 
lonisation  and  Indicators.  By  a  series  of  experiments 
he  explained  the  relationship  between  the  ionisation  or 
electric  conductivity  of  a  solution  and  the  selection  of 
a  suitable  indicator  of  neutrality.  If  the  number  of 
ionised  molecules  exceeded  70  per  cent,  in  moderate 
dilution,  that  acid  or  base  was  a  strong  one.  If  from 
30  to  50  per  cent,  was  ionised,  the  acid  or  base  was 
moderately  strong.  Mineral  acids  were  usually  strong 
and  organic  acids  weak,  but  there  was  no  completely 
sharp  line  of  division.  In  the  case  of  nitric  acid  about 
90  per  cent,  of  the  molecules  can  be  ionised,  but  in 
the  case  of  nitrous  acid  only  about  5  per  cent.  Acetic 
acid  was  very  slightly  ionised,  but  trichloracetic  acid 
was  comparable  with  the  strong  inorganic  acid.  Benzoic 
acid  was  fairly  strong,  but  citric  acid  and  tartaric  acid 
were  weak.  All  liquids  of  which  water  was  a  constituent 
contained  free  H  ions  and  free  OH  ions ;  when  these 
were  equal  the  solution  was  truly  neutral.  If  the  hydro- 
gen ions  exceeded  the  hydroxyl  ions  the  solution  was 
acid.  In  practice  the  hydrogen  ion  concentration  alone 
was  stated.  Many  germs  could  only  live  within 
restricted  ionic  concentration  limits.  The  cholera  bacillus 
had  an  acid  Ph  limit  of  5.6  and  an  alkaline  Ph  limit 
of  9.6 ;  diphtheria  between  5.7  and  8.7 ;  and  influenza 
between  7.8  and  8.  Mr.  Stout  said  Mr.  Kay's  historical 
sketch  must  have  involved  a  very  great  deal  of  work. 
Mr.  Jackson's  lecture  and  experiments  were  very  clear. 
On  the  motion  of  the  chairman,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  Messrs.  Kay  and  Jackson. 

Liverpool  At  a  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 

Association,  held  on  February  19,  an  address  on  Phar- 
maceutical Prospects  was  delivered  by  Mr.  W.  J. 
Beardsley  (member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council).  Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (vice-president),  who  occupied 
the  chair,  expressed  the  re'gret  of  the  president  (Mr. 
L.  Moreton  Parry)  at  his  inability  to  be  present.  Mr. 
Beardsley  remarked  at  the  outset  that  they  were  told 
by  their  critics  in  the  trade  journals  that  the  Council 
never  gave  any  information.  Speaking  of  the  Inter-De- 
partmental Committee's  report,  he  said  that  the  Council 
knew  nothing  more  than  those  he  was  addressing.  When- 
ever the  report  came  out,  the  evidence  given  on 
behalf  of  the  trade  would  be  published,  and  it  would 
then  be  realised  that  pharmacists  had  had  friends  look- 
ing after  their  interests.  They  could  scarcely  say 
whether  the  present  Government  would  be  prepared  to 
legislate.  He  could  tell  them,  however,  that  the 
Council  would  have  something  to  say  before  legislation 
took  place.  In  Mr.  W.  Bennett  they  had  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  of  Commons  a  man  of  considerable  power, 
wdiose  first  love  was  pharmac^.  Existing  regulations 
might  be  extended,  but  it  seemed  as  if  it  would  be 
their  own  society  which  would  make  the  legisla- 
tion. He  was  still  hoping  that  there  would  be 
a  host  of  new  articles  to  add  to  the  previous 
schedule,  for  he  thought  it  a  crying  shame  that  a  grocer 
or  a  drug  store-keeper  or  anyone  else  should  be 
allowed  to  sell  these  things.  One  thing  they  should 
insist  upon  was  that  the  highest  public  positions  should 
be  held  by  pharmaceutical  chemists  or  pharmacists.  He 
specially  deplored  the  fact  that  clinics  were  being  opened 
in  poor  districts  and  robbing  the  pharmacists  of  their 
rights.  He  believed  some  of  the  best  brains  of  the 
country  were  being  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  new 
Codex.  He  thought  they  had  reached  the  zenith  in 
regard  to  stores  and  co-operative  societies,  and  that 
the  country  would  soon  be  turning  to  depend  upon  the 
personality  of  the  individual  pharmacist.  The  future 
depended  upon  their  all  keeping  together  and  having  a 
united  front  and  a  definite  policy.  He  hoped  Liverpool 
would  back  up  the  Council  in  the  fight  that  was  coming. 
The  chairman  said  they  would  all  have  been  delighted 
to  hear  that  Mr.  Bennett  was  such  a  tower  of  strength. 
A  discussion  followed,  and  many  questions  were  asked 
and  answered.  Mr.  W.  H.  Clubb  proposed  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Beardsley,  and  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt 
seconded. 
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DISPLAY  AND  SALE  OF  PERFUMERY 


IT  has  been  suggested  that  the  present  high  standard 
of  refinement  and  economic  -well-being  of  the  com- 
munity is  responsible  for  the  enormously  increased 
demand  for  perfumery  during  the  past  few  years.  What- 
ever the  cause,  it  is  certain  that  chemists  who  cater  for 
this  class  of  business  have  a  favourable  opportunity  to 
benefit.  There  is  no  person  better  fitted  to  deal  in  per- 
fumery, and  his  knowledge  enables  him  to  enumerate 
selling  points  to  advantage.  The  choice  of  suitable  toilet 
articles  is  frequently  considered _  a  matter  for  expert 
advice,  and  here,  again,  the  chemist  scores  over  his  com- 
petitors. The  personal  element  is  invaluable  in  this 
lucrative  business,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  goodwill 
can  be  built  up  by  attention  to  details  and  sincere  effort 
to  satisfy  customers.  Chemists'  shops  are  adaptable  to 
displays  of  the  perfumery  type,  while  the  art  itself  has 
been  associated  with  the  sale  of  drugs  for  many  cen- 
turies. Nowadays,  however,  it  is  not  sufficient  to 
function  merely  as  a  distributor  of  perfumery  when  called 
upon,  and  efforts  should  be  made  to  stimulate  the  in- 
terest of  customers.  Perfumery  goods,  until  recently 
classed  as  luxuries,  have  now  become  everyday  necessi- 
ties, the  turnover  of  which  increases  every  year. 

To  form  a  link  between  national  advertising  and  his 
pharmacy,  the  chemist  can  display  some  feature  of  the 
publicity  matter  familiar  to  the  public. 
Nationally  The  name  of  the  maker,  or  of  the 

Advertised  article,    or    a    copy    of    the  actual 

Products  advertisement  will  suffice.      An  idea 

which  has  been  successful  is  the  use 
of  a  feature  board,  placed  outside  the  window 
or  in  the  doorway,  and  having  topical  bills  or  posters 
pasted  thereon.  This  will  catch  the  eye,  especially  if 
frequently  changed  and  always  kept  attractive.  The 
practice  of  placarding  windows  with  large  posters  is  to 
be  deprecated,  as  the  effect  is  usually  detrimental  to  the 
tone  of  the  pharmacy.  The  type  of  perfumery  article  in 
popular  demand  varies  considerably  from  time  to  time. 
Old-fashioned  flower  perfumes,  for  example,  except  when 
associated  with  the  name  of  a  popular  maker,  are  no 
longer  asked  for.  Some  chemists,  however,  still  carry 
large  stocks  of  these  in  out-of-date  containers.  Possibly 
the  most  economical  way  to  solve  this  problem  is 
to  empty  into  bulk  and  so  utilise  valuable  space  for 
more  modern  products.  The  manufacture  and  marketing 
of  perfumery  is  a  progressive  industry  moving  with  the 
trend  of  fashion  and  popular  demand.  To  be  the  first 
with  new  lines  is  an  excellent  maxim  for  the  chemist 
who  desires  to  be  successful  in  this  sphere.  Competition 
is  keen  and  the  success  of  an  article  may  depend  on  the 
introduction  of  novel  features  to  be  used  as  selling 
points.  A  specially  designed  bottle,  a  hovel  style  of  box 
or  a  new  colour  of  powder,  are  among  the  many  possible 
improvements  leading  up  to  ihore  sales.  The  desire  to 
possess  a  toilet  article,  the  creation  of  which  condition 
is  the  primary  object  of  a  display  is  in  many  cases  brought 
about  by  pleasing  external  appearance.  Elegance  of 
design  and  finish  is  more  important  from  a  sales  viewpoint 
than  any  subtle  odoriferous  quality.  The  name  and  re- 
putation of  the  maker  is  usually  sufficient  guarantee  of 
purity  and  excellence,  and  in  this  respect  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  chemist,  in  whose  knowledge  the  public  has 
every  confidence,  will  frequently  influence  a  sale.  It 
should  not  be  assumed,  however,  that  appearance  is 
everything.  The  customer  who  is  influenced  by  the 
external  features  of  the  article,  but  discovers  that 
the  contents  are  of  a  lower  standard  will  probably 
refrain  from  making  purchases  of  the  same  maker's  goods 
in  the  future. 

An  important  point  connected'  with  the  sale  of  per- 
fumery is  an  understanding  of  the  requirements  of  men. 
An  excellent  connection  in  this  respect  can  be  created 
if  desired.  In  the  use  of  toilet  requisites  men  are  usually 
loathe  to  change  to  new  ideas  and  prefer  to  continue 
indefinitely  with  the  same  preparations.  To  cater  suc- 
cessfully for  this  class  of  business  -the  chemist  reauires 
to  buy  or  pack  good  quality  lines,  concentrating  rather 
on  utility  than  appearance. 


Shop   windows,   forming   as  they  do,  practically  the 
whole  exterior  of  the  establishment  are  looked  upon  by 
the  public    as    an    indication  of  the 
Window  style  and  tone  of  the  business  conducted 

Display  -  therein.    Windows   should   look  invit- 

ing, and  can  easily  be  made  so  by 
the  expenditure  of  energy  and  average  ability.  There 
is  no  class  of  goods  more  suitabie  for  attractive  and  dis- 
tinctive window  dressing  than  perfumery  and  a  well 
designed  display  of  this  kind  will  always  hold  the  atten- 
tion. The  use  of  colour  in  the  window  is  of  great 
importance  because  of  its  irresistible  appeal.  Not 
every  chemist  can  afford  the  elaborate  and  expensive 
windows  seen  in  perfumery  showrooms,  and  new  phar- 
macies, and  some  effort,  therefore,  must  be  made  to  hide 
the  drabness  of  the  ordinary  all-purpose  fittings.  Crepe 
paper  is  an  invaluable  aid.  With  the  addition  of  a  few 
drawing-pins  and  a  little  effort,  numerous  designs  and 
colour  schemes  can  be  carried  out.  Crepe  paper  tubes 
in  two  or  more  colours  form  a  good  background  for  a 
perfume  window,  while  shelves,  stands,  or  other  fittings 
can  be  covered  to  match.  When  a  mass  display  of  a 
number  of  different  lines  is  to  be  made  any  combination 
of  crepe  papers  will  suffice  provided  the  colours  do  not 
clash.  Occasionally,  however,  an  open  display  of  a  par- 
ticular series  is  intended.  In  this  case  the  predominat- 
ing colour  of  the  series  should  be  taken  as  a  basis  to 
match  up  with  suitable  others.  The  use  of  artificial 
flowers  as  a  means  of  attraction  to  a  perfumery  window 
will  invariably  meet  with  success.  These  flowers  are 
inexpensive  and  can  be  stored  away  for  future  use.  They 
can  be  displayed  in  vases  or  suspended,  in  sprays,  from 
the  edges  of  shelves  or  laid  across  the  goods.  The  im- 
portance of  showcards  cannot  be  over-estimated.  They 
should,  however,  fulfil  certain  requirements.  First,  they 
should  not  be  too  large;  secondly,  they  must  be  of  good 
quality  and  design ;  thirdly,  brief  wording,  such  as  the 
name  of  the  perfume  and  the  price  is  usually  sufficient. 
In  the  case  of  products  of  a  well-known  house,  the  maker's 
name  is  sometimes  of  more  importance  than  the  perfume 
name.  As  the  public  are  unable  to  estimate  the  price  of 
perfumery  articles  in  many  cases,  this  point  should  be 
made  clear  either  on  the  showcard  or  'by  other  means. 
Displays  of  the  type  under  consideration  can  easily  be 
spoiled  by  the  use  of  badly  printed,  too  large  or  old- 
fashioned  price  tickets.  Lighting  effects  are  coming 
more  into  use  as  a  means  of  showing  perfumery  to  the 
best  advantage.  Electric  bulbs,  diffused  by  coloured 
papers  or  some  other  means,  placed  as  centres  to  displays 
of  perfumery  and  caused  to  light  intermittently  will 
attract  attention.  Apparatus  for  this  purpose  can  be 
obtained  at  reasonable  cost,  and  will  amply  repay 
the  expense.  A  number  of  tiny  coloured  lamps  wired 
in  series  can  also  be  used.  A  complaint,  not  un- 
connected with  perfumery  window  display,  is  the  frequent 
separation  of  bottles  from  their  appropriate  boxes  and 
the  subsequent  loss  of  time  in  finding  and  matching  the 
two.  Some  means  of  identification  is  useful,  and  it  has 
been  suggested  that  corresponding  numbers  be  placed  on 
the  bottle  and  box  by  means  of  slips  of  gummed  paper. 
Boxes  not  used  in  the  display  can  then  be  stored  away 
in  an  accessible  place  until  required. 

The  best  procedure,  after  the  window  has  been  pre- 
pared for  dressing,  is  to  outline  on  paper  some  general 
plan  of  operation.    This  should  be  fol- 
"  According        lowed  as  closely  as  possible  to  obtain 
to  Plan  "  the     desired    effects.      Crepe  paper 

panels  and  backgrounds  can  now  be 
fixed  leaving  the  preparation  of  the  base  until  the  top 
shelves  have  been  dressed.  This  obviates  the  possibility 
of  soiling  the  base  paper.  Care  should  be  taken  that 
drawing-pins  are  hidden  from  view  by  being  covered 
with  a  fold  of  the  paper.  It  sometimes  happens  that 
tubes,  if  used,  sag  after  a  day  or  two,  and  to  prevent 
this  contingency  arising  the  crepe  paper  should  he 
stretched  as  tightly  as  possible  without  tearing  or  dis- 
lodging the  pins.  Price  tickets,  ticket  pins,  clips  and 
other  accessories  should  be  at  hand  so  that  the  work 
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can  proceed  as  smoothly  as  possible.  Goods  should  be 
priced  as  they  are  placed  on  display,  and  not  after  the 
window  lias  been  dressed.  If  it  is  remembered  that  an 
•empty  window  or  one  only  partly  dressed  may  possibly 
mean  reduction  in  sales,  no  time  will  be  lost  in  com- 
pleting the  work.  Face  powder,  if  included  in  the 
window  should  be  of  a  selection  of  each  colour  so  as  to 
avoid  disturbing  the  display  when  mating  sales.  It  too 
frequently  happens  that  all  of  one  colour  is  used  with 
consequent  depletion  of  stock.  Compacts  are  best  shown 
closed,  or  the  perfume  will  rapidly  disappear.  In  cater- 
ing for  a  perfumery  demand  the  possibilities  of  the 
modern  cube  fittings  are  worth  investigation.  All  kinds 
and  shapes  of  displays  can  be  "built  lip  by  the  aid  of 
these  useful  accessories.  No  great  expense  is  involved, 
and  the  cuhes  last  indefinitely. 

In  these  days  of  departmentalising  of  business  it  is  a 
good  plan  >to  set  aside  a  definite  section  of  the"  pharmacy 

to  deal  with  perfume  and  perfumery. 
Showcases  Glass    counter    cases  in  a  prominent 

and  Storage        position  are  suitable  for  this  purpose, 

and  if  an  assistant,  or  in  the  case  of 
larger  pharmacies,  two  or  more  assistants  can  be  detailed 
to  responsibility  of  the  department,  so  much  the  better. 
The  lay-out  of  the  cases  is  important,  as  much  of  the 
success  depends  on  the  accessability  of  the  displays  to  the 
customer.  Having  decided  on  the  portion  of  the  phar- 
macy to  be  devoted  to  this  purpose,  the  next  step  is 
decoration  of  the  cases.  Crepe  paper,  artificial  flowers 
and  other  accessories  can  be  used,  as  in  the  windows. 
Goods  easily  spoiled  toy  dust,  e.g.,  combination  .sets  and 
lined  perfume  boxes  should  be  displayed  under  glass  or 
cellophane.  Expensive  bottles  of  more  than  moderate 
size  are  best  kent  out  of  the  reach  of  the  customer  to 
avoid  damage.  In  the  case  of  face  powders  the  multi- 
plicity of  colours,  perfumes,  and  sizes  has  made  it  neces- 
sary, where  ample  stocks  are  carried,  to  adopt  some 
system  of  stock-keeping.  Wooden  partitioned  fittings  are 
useful  for  this  purpose,  each  section  being  demoted  to  a 
particular  colour,  perfume  and  size.  Stocks  can  he  seen 
at  a  glance,  thereby  saving  time  when  ord.»/ring  and 
obviating  the  danger  of  running  low.  Some  customers 
are  fastidious  about  details,  and  although  possibly  agree- 
ing to  accept  another  colour  or  perfume  in  a  case  of 
shortage,  may  transfer  their  future  custom  elsewhere. 
Lip  sticks  can  be  conveniently  stocked  in  the  same 
manner.  Empty  white  slide  powder  boxes  are  useful  for 
this  purpose,  each  .marked  with  the  name  of  th»  lipstick, 
colour  and  price.  Creams  present  rather  a  morp  difficult 
problem  being  of  all  shapes  and  sizes.  A  glass-fronted 
cupboard  is,  perhaps,  the  best  solution,  the  quir-k  selling 
lines  being  kept  towards  the  bottom.  Expense  per- 
fumes should,  of  course,  be  kept  under  glass.  Talcum 
powders,  dusting  powders,  and  soaps  might  be  stored 
separately,  as  they  are  not,  strictly  speaking,  included 
in  perfumery.  This  department,  could,  however,  easily 
deal  with  manicure  requisites,  toilet  waters,  hair  prepara- 
tions, solid  eau  de  Cologne,  pot  pourri,  bath  salts.  efc. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  an  up-+o-''ate 
perfumery  department  is  the  facility  for  testing  perfu«?es. 

No  counter  is  complete  without  its 
Trying  before  testing  stand.  These  useful  accessories 
Buying  are  supplied  by  manufacturers  and  are 

good  sales  makers.  Every  opportunity 
should  be  given  to  customers  to  try  perfumes,  and  if  a  sale 
is  not  made  at  the  moment,  the  ground  is  prepared  for 
a  future  occasion.  To  the  chemist  running  his  own 
eau  de  Cologne  or  lavender  water,  a  spray  filled  with 
either  of  these  is  the  cheapest  and  most  effective  adver- 
tisement possible.  Milady  of  to-day  will  not  usually 
object  to  being  treated  to  a  free  spray  of  perfume.  A 
good  method  of  attracting  attention,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  informing  customers  of  the  purpose  of  the  depart- 
ment is  the  installation  of  one  or  more  glass  signs.  These 
are  made  to  stand  on  the  counter  and  consist  of  a  metal 
base  holding  a  niece  of  glass  bearing  the  words  "  Per- 
fumery "  or  "  Perfumery  Dept.*'  Certain  models  can 
be  illuminated  if  desired.  Another  method,  somewhat 
cheaper,  but  effective,  is  to  obtain  from  manufacturers, 
large  cards  bearing  only  their  names  in  block  letters.  One 
or  two  of  these  sbowcards  suspended  over  the'  counter 
will  suffice.  Customers  for  face  powder,  uncertain  of 
the  colour  they  require,  are  pleased  and  impressed  when 


shown  a  complete  range  of  open  boxes  on  display. 
Facilities  could  be  given  to  try  the  powders  until  a 
suitable  tint  is  found.  Undoubtedly  the  satisfaction  and 
goodwill  created  by  the  outlay  of  a  few  boxes  of  powder 
will  amply  repay  the  chemist.  The  same  applies,  of 
course,  to  rouges.  A  card  bearing  facsimiles  of  the 
colours  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  matching.  The 
sale  of  creams,  too,  can  be  increased  by  permitting  cus- 
tomers to  sample  the  products.  Given  enthusiasm  and 
determination  to  increase  sales,  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  perfumery  department  should  not  be  one  of  the 
mainstays  of  the  business. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  every  customer  who  enters 
a  shop  with  a  definite  purchase  in  view  is  a  potential 
buyer  of  some  other  product  in  addi- 
Sales  tion.    If  this  is  the  case  it  is  necessary 

Psychology  to  introduce  that  product  to  the  cus- 

tomer either  by  attractive  display  or 
suggestion.  The  method  of  suggestion,  unless  tactfully 
carried  out,  is  inclined  to  produce  unfortunate  results, 
and  it  is  safer  to  rely  on  display  for  an  opening.  Given 
the  opportunity,  however,  a  chemist  can  often  turn  a 
demonstration  into  a  sale  without  upsetting  the  customer. 
This  idea  is  particularly  applicable  in  dealing  with 
perfumery.  Recently,  a  chemist  took  delivery  for  the 
first  time  of  a  stock  of  solid  perfumes.  Being  rather 
interested  he  took  steps  to  find  out  how  they  were  made. 
He  then  placed  the  case  on  the  counter,  where  it 
attracted  attention.  A  number  of  people  picked 
up  the.  boxes,  and  on  being  informed  they  were 
solid  perfumes  promptly  put  them  down  again.  The 
chemist,  considering  he  had  himself  been  interested  in 
the  story  of  the  production  of  the  perfumes,  decided  to 
tell  it  to  his  customers.  The  result  was  a  sale  each  tiine. 
The  lesson  learned  from  this  case  is  the  absolute  neces- 
sity of  ^knowing  the  goods.  Many  toilet  lines  have 
quite  interesting  stories  attached  to  them  if  the  chemist 
will  take  the  trouble  to  inquire.  It  is  not  sufficient 
for  one  member  of  the  staff  to  try  to  sell  perfumery ; 
the  effort  must  be  concerted.  There  are  many  users 
of  perfume  who  wish  to  keep  up  to  date,  and  who  would 
thank  the  chemist  for  advice  of  the  latest  creations.  This 
experiment  has  been  tried  with  great  success  by  means  of 
the  telephone,  one  of  the  first  customers  approached  buying 
a  number  of  bottles  of  a  new  and  consequently  exclusive 
product.  Sales  letters  can  be  employed,  and  if  properly 
worded  should  produce  the  desired  effect.  If  a  stock  of 
samples  of  face  powder  can  be  obtained,  and  manufac- 
turers would  probably  be  pleased  to  co-operate,  it  firings 
business  to  enclose  one  in  each  important  package  leaving 
the  pharmacy.  Advertisement  in  local  newspapers  will 
frequently  help  business  in  perfumery,  especially  if  the 
names  of  the  different  makes  stocked  are  enumerated. 
A  neat  folder,  brightly  written,  explaining  the  various 
lines  dealt  in  and  distributed  to  everyone  making  a 
purchase  will  increase  the  sale  of  toilet  lines  almost  at 
once.  Selling  perfumery  at  Christmas-time  is,  of  course, 
comparatively  easy,  but  many  chemists  fail  to  realise 
that  it  takes  the  whole  previous  year  to  sow  the  seeds. 
As  it  is  known  that  nearly  every  customer  will  purchase 
perfumery  of  some  description  at  the  festive  season, 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  perfumery  before 
them  every  time  they  enter  the  pharmacy.

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MUSK,  CIVET,  AND  CASTOR 

Notes  on  Recent  Developments 

By  H.  STANLEY  REDGROVE,  B.Sc,  A.I.C. 


THAT  certain  animals  are  provided  with  glands 
which  secrete  material  of  a  highly  odorous 
character  is  well  known.  The  odours  of  the 
secretions  in  the  undiluted  state  are  usually  offen- 
sive ;  but,  in  certain  eases,  a  very  agreeable 
fragrance  is  produced  when  the  material  is  diluted. 
Moreover,  the  incorporation  of  a  trace  of  material  of  this 
character  in  a  perfume,  not  only  serves  to  render,  its 
fragrance  more  permanent,  but  endows  it,  in  many  in- 
stances, with  a  pleasing  quality  of  "  naturalness  "  not 
easily  obtainable  by  other  means.  The  chief  animals 
producing  odorous  secretions  of  commercial  importance 
in  the  perfumery  industry  are  the  musk-deer,  jUoschus 
moschiferus,  a  native  of  the  mountains  of  northern 
India  and  Thibet ;  the  African  civet-cat,  Civettictis 
civetta  (formerly  Viverra  civetta),  and  the  beaver. 
The  sperm-whale  also  produces  a  valuable  perfume,  am- 
bergris, but  this,  unlike  the  secretions  mentioned  above, 
is  pathological  in  origin. 

Musk. — Musk  consists  of  the  dried  secretion  from  the 
preputial  follicle  of  the  musk-deer.  The  animals  are 
hunted  and  killed,  and  the  sacs  or  "pods"  containing 
the  secretion  are  removed,  trimmed  and  dried.  The 
odour  of  the  natural  material  is  far  too  overpowering  to 
be  described  as  agreeable,  but,  on  dilution,  it  develops  a 
most  delightful  fragrance.  Musk  has  been  known  to  the 
Chinese  for  centuries,  and  highly  valued  by  them  both  as 
a  perfume  and  as  a  medicine.  It  'has  also  been  used 
medicinally  in  Europe ;  hut  such  stimulating  powers  as 
it  possesses  would  seem  to  be  due  entirely  .to  its  odour. 
In  perfumery,  musk  is  largely  employed,  not  only  on 
account  of  the  fragrance  it  develops  on  dilution,  but 
also,  and  perhaps  mainly,  as  a  "  fixative  "  for  rendering 
other  fragrances  less  evanescent.  In  1906,  Walbaum 
succeeded  in  isolating  a  ketone  from  musk,  which'  is  its 
main  odorous  constituent.  This  ketone  'is  known  as 
"  muskone,"  and  the  recent  researches  of  Ruzicka  and 
his  associates  have  sTiown  it  to  be  a  methyl-ci/c?o-penta- 
decanone,  of  which  the  most  probable  constitution  is 
that  represented  below  : — 

CH,.CH.CH,.CO.CH,.CH,.CH,.  CH. 
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Artificial  Mus7cs. — It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  certain 
aromatic  nitro-compounds,  although  in  no  way  chemically 
related  to  it,  have  odours  resembling  that  of  diluted 
musk.  Some  of  these  substances  are  widely  employed  in 
perfumery,  the  most  important  being  musk-xylene,  musk- 
ketone,  and  musk-ambrette.  The  structural  formulas  of 
the  first  two  are  those  shown  below.  In  the  case  of 
musk-ambrette,  formula  A  is  the  one  usually  assigned  to 
the  substance ;  but,  according  to  Barbier,  the  original 
account  of  musk-ambrette  by  its  discoverer,  Baur,  is 
inaccurate,  and  the  latter  has  determined  its  constitution 
to  be  that  represented  by  formula  B.  The  position  is 
not  satisfactory,  and  more  information  would  be  welcome. 
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Musk-ambrette  (B) 

Civet. — Civet  is  a  glandular  secretion  of  the  civet  cat, 
having  a  most  disagreeable  fascal  odour  in  the  pure  state, 
but  developing  a  flower-like  fragrance  on  extreme  dilution; 
The  cats  are  kept  in  captivity  by  the  natives  of  Abyssinia, 
who  periodically  irritate  them  to  increase  the 
amount  of  the  secretion,  the  material  being  col- 
lected, often  adulterated,  and  packed  in  ox-horns 
for  exportation.  The  peculiar  odour  of  civet  is  due,  in 
part,  to  skatole  (ieia-methyl-indole),  which  was  isolated 
from  it  by  Walbaum  in  1900.  This  is,  however,  by  no 
means  the  only  odorous  constituent.  In  1915,  Sack 
obtained  a  peculiar  ketone  from  civet,  which  is  known  as 
"  zibethone  "  or  "  civetone."  Civet  contains  about  3 
per  cent,  of  this  substance,  which,  even  at  a  dilution  of 
I  in  1,000,  has  a  clinging  musk-like  odour.  Ethylamine, 
propylamine,  some  organic  acids  and  possibly  indole  are 
also  present.  The  chemical  constitution  of  zibethone  has 
been  investigated  by  Ruzicka,  and  a  brilliant  research  has 
demonstrated  it  to  be  a  cycfo-heptadecanone,  whose  struc- 
tural formulas  is  almost  certainly  that  given  below: —

The  structural  relationship  between  zibethone  and  oleic 
acid  has  led  to  the  interesting  suggestion  being  made  that 
possibly  the  former  substance  originates  from  oleic  acid 
present  in  the  fat  of  the  cat.

Oleic  acid  Zibethone 
Muskone,  Zibethone,  and  Von  Baeyer's  Strain  Theory. 
— It  will  be  noticed  with  interest  that  muskone  and 
zibethone  are  somewhat  similar  in  structure,  both  being 
stable  compounds  containing  rings  of  many  carbon  atoms, 
fifteen  in  the  one  case,  seventeen  in  the  other.  At  first 
sight,  their  stability  would  seem  to  be  in  disagreement 
with  von  Baeyer's  Strain  Theory,  according  to  which  the 
stability  or  otherwise  of  a  ring  of  carbon  atoms  is  deter- 
mined by  the  degree  in  which  the  geometrical  con- 
figuration necessitates  departure  from  the  normal  angle 
of  109°  28'  between  the  directions  of  the  valency-bonds. 
There  is  considerable  evidence  in  support  of  this  theory. 
Several  years  ago,  I  was  able  to  show,  as  a  result  of 
a  mathematical  study  of  the  heats  of  combustion  of 
various  carbon  compounds,  in  which  a  method  of  calcu- 
lation was  employed  free  from  arbitrary  assumptions, 
that  there  was  a  progressive  decrease  in  stability  as  the 
angle  of  deviation  increased,  the  actual  energy-value  of 
the  instability  produced  by  each  deviation  being  com- 
puted in  cals.  per  gram-molecule  of  substance,  and 
plotted  against  the  angles  of  deviation  for  the  ethene 
and  ethine  linkages  and  rings  of  from  three  to  five  carbon 
atoms.  The  fact,  however,  that  'the  zibethone  and 
muskone  rings  contain  so  many  carbon    atoms  makes 
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possible  the  construction  of  various  symmetrical  formulas 
other  than  those  of  the  regular  plane  polygon  type, 
whereby  the  apparent  contradiction  may  easily  be  over- 
come. 

Castor. — Castor  has  often  been  described  as  consisting 
of  the  testicles  of  the  beaver.  This  is  incorrect, .  the 
material  being  secreted  by  glands  attached  <to  the  sexual 
organs  in  both  males  and  females.  There  are  two  .closely 
related  species,  the  Russian,  Castor  fiber,  ami  the  Cana- 
dian, Castor  canadensis.  Canadian  castor  is  largely 
collected  by  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  (C.  &  D.,  1929, 
il,  624),  and  is  now  placed  on  the  market 
m  the  form  of  an  "  absolute  extract  "  prepared 
from  the  dried  and  matured  glands,  a  product  of 
more  uniform  quality  being  thus  obtained.  Castor  is  of 
repute  as  a  drug,  its  use,  it  is  said,  in  common  with 
that  of  other  animal  remedies,  having  been  strongly 
advocated  by  Serapion  the  Elder,  who  flourished  about 
the  second  or  third  century,  B.C.  It  has  a  marked 
action  on  the  circulation,  increasing  the  output  from  the 
heart  and  increasing  the  blood  pressure,  for  which  reason 
it  would  appear  to  be  of  service  in  treating  certain  con- 
ditions of  "  flabby  "  heart.  It  is  also  sometimes  pre- 
scribed as  a  remedy  for  hysteria  and  for  difficult  and 
painful  menstruation;  but  verv  little  of  it  is  used 
medicinally  in  England.  In  the'  East,  castor  is  held  in 
high  repute  as  an  aphrodisiac.  The  odour  of  castor  is 
reminiscent  of  that  of  Russian  leather;  and,  in  perfumery 
the  material  is  mainly  employed  as  a  fixative  for  scents 
of  a  heavy  Oriental  type. 

A  New  Animal  Perfume  .—The  musquash  or  musk- 
rat.  Ondatra  zibethica  (Fiber  zibethicus),  an  animal 
allied  to^  the  British  vole  and  pretty  widely  distributed 
in  America,  is  also  provided  with  glands  which  secrete 
highly  odorous  material,  these  being  attached  to  the 
sexual  organs  of  both  males  and  females.  The  animals 
are  trapped  for  their  fur;  but  it  would  seem  that  until 
recently  no  serious  attempt  has  been  made  to  utilise  their 
perfume  material.  I  am,  however,  informed  by  their 
selling  agents,  Maxwell,  Plaistowe  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  by  whose" 
courtesy  I  have  been  enabled  to  examine  a  small  sample 
of  the  new  product,  that  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  are 
instructing  their  trappers  regarding  the  collection  of  the 
glands  of  the  animal.  An  oil  has  been  prepared  from 
these  by  extraction  with  petroleum.  It  is  yellowish  in 
colour,  apparently  contains  some  fatty  material,  and 
readily  solidifies  on  cooling,  e.g.,  in  cold  weather.  It 
has  an  overlaying  odour  of  petroleum,  which  can,  of 
course,  be  removed,  though  a  product  free  from  this 
drawback  would  be  preferable.  The  oil  is  soluble  in 
ether  glycerol,  and,  to  a  very  limited  extent,  in  alcohol, 
its  odour  is  very  powerful,  but  seems  to  lack  persistency. 
A  dilute  tincture  has  a  pleasing  fragrance  of  a  somewhat 
civet-hke^  character,  not  altogether  unlike  that  of  a  mix- 
ture of  civet  and  musk  xylene  in  dilute  solution.  Civet 
and  musk  are  often  used  in  conjunction,  and  the  musk- 
rat  perfume,  therefore,  may  prove  very  useful  in  certain 
combinations.  A  minute  trace  of  the  oil,  for  example 
much  improves  the  odour  of  rose-geranium  oil,  though' 
of  course,  many  elaborate  tests  must  be  carried  out  to 
determine  its  value  as  a  perfume  material. 

I  understand  that  other  methods  of  extraction  are  being 
experimented  with,  the  results  of  which  will  receive  the 
close  attention  of  all  perfumers  and  chemists  interested  in 
perfumery.  It  is  certain  that,  with  natural  musk  at  its 
present  price  and  civet  becoming  scarcer,  if  a  satisfactory 
material  can  be  economically  extracted  from  the  scent- 
glands  of  the  musk-rat  having  properties  at  all  analogous 
to  those  of  the  older  animal  perfumes,  or  by  means  of 
which  novel,  pleasing  effects  can  be  obtained  it  will  be 
welcomed.

Natural  #-Ionone 

Until  now  the  presence  of  ionone  has  not  been 
identified  with  certainty,  only  irone,  an  isomer  of  the 
lonones,  being  found  in  iris  root.  There  are  at  present 
known  three  possible  isomers  of  irone,  which  differ 
according  to  the  position  of  the  double  bond  in  the 
hydro-aromatic  nucleus.  The  known  isomers  are  : 
a-ionone,  S-ionone,     a-irone,  and  /3-irone. 

A  complete  analytical  study  has  been  made  of  a  sample 
of  a  Boroma  concrete  from  a  well-known  Australian  firm. 
This  concrete  has  the  consistency  of  butter,  is  green  in 
colour,  and  has  a  very  strong  characteristic  odour.  It 
was  identified  as  a  concrete  of  Boron  ia  megastigma, 
Nees,  which  has  been  recently  examined  by  Penfold  and 
Phihpps.  They  found  in  the  higher  boiling' fractions 
ketones  and  alcohols  having  the  characteristic  odour  of 
/3-ionone,  and  also  the  melting  point  of  the  semicarba- 
zone  obtained  (145-146°)  was  very  near  that  of  the  semi- 
carbazone  from  /3-ionone  (148-149°).  As  these  authors 
only  identified  /?-ionone  from  its  odour  and  from  a  pos- 
sibly chance  agreement  of  the  melting  point  of  the  semi- 
carbazone  a  fuller  investigation  of  the  ketone  fraction 
of  the  oil  of  Boronia  megastigma  was  undertaken.  From 
steam  distillation  of  550  gm.  of  the  concrete  135  gm.  of 
the  essential  oil  was  obtained,  which  were  distilled  in 
vacuo.  The  fraction  with  b.p.  135-160°  at  15  mm.  was 
after  several  distillations  decomposed  into  two  fractions  ; 
one  of  28  gm.  with  b.p.  131-135°  at  10  mm.;  n  25° / d 
1.4910,  and  optically  inactive,  the  other  of  19  gm.  with 
b.p.  130-134°  at  7  mm.;  n  25°/d  1.4690.  The  fraction 
with  b.p.  131-135°  was  carefully  converted  into  its  semi- 
carbazone  (m.p.  149°),  which  was  found  to  have  constants 
corresponding  with  the  semicarbazone  from  /3-ionone. 
On  treatment  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  acetone  was  re- 
generated, and  purified  by  vacuum  distillation.  The 
following  table  gives  a  comparison  of  the  constants  of 
/3-ionone  and  boronione  : —

Perfumery  in  Jugoslavia 

Practically  all  the  local  demand  in  Jugoslavia  for 
perfumes,  cosmetics,  and  toilet  preparations  is  met 
through  foreign  orders,  although  manufacture  on  a  small 
scale  has  started.  Imports  in  1928  wrere  valued  at  nearly 
£40.000,  approximately  72  per  cent,  of  which  originated 
in  France  and  13  per  cent,  in  Germany.  The  classifica- 
tion, "  powders,  ointments,  rouge,  tinctures,  colours  for 
the  hair,  and  similar  articles,"  constitute  over  50  per 
cent,  of  these  imports.  The  following  table  shows  the 
imports  and  exports  of  chemicals  and  allied  products,  by 
groups,  in  1928  : — -

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BERGAMOT  PRODUCTS 

Mechanical  Extraction  of  Oil 


ESSENTIAL  oil  of  bergamot  is  the  principal  product 
of  the  fruit  of  Citrus  bergamia,  var.  communis  vei 
vulgaris,  propagated  by  grafting  on  the  bitter 
orange,  Citrus  bigaradia,  Risso.  Up  to  about  1850  it  was 
obtained  solely  by  the  primitive  process,  of  hand-pressing 
by  the  sponge  method.  In  1838  the  Bourbon  Government  in 
Italy  held  an  open  competition  for  a  mechanical 
apparatus  which  might  render  the  extraction  of  essential 
oil  more  rflpid  and  more  economical.  The  concourse  was 
won  by  the  machine  of  Nicolo  Barilla  in  1844.  This 
machine  was  modified  subsequently  by  Luigi  Auteri, 
by  Gangeri,  and  eventually  in  1876  by  G.  Carbone,  but 
in  Calabria  the  "  macchina  (machine)  Gangeri  "  has  been 
the  one  adopted  by  the  majority  of  producers.  The 
construction  and  functioning  of  this  machine  is  very 
simple.  It  consists  essentially  of  a  hollow  cylinder  or 
drum  of  about  30  cm.  diameter,  and  a  disc  revolving 
in  a  horizontal  plane.  The  drum  is  fixed  and  furnished 
on  the  inside  with  rasping  points.  The  disc  is  fitted 
with  cutting  blades  on  its  under  surface,  and  is  so 
mounted  that  it  may  be  lowered  into  the  cylinder. 
The  fruits  selected  are  of  uniform  size  and  are  placed 
in  the  cylinder,  the  number  per  charge  being  usually 
eight  or  ten.  The  upper  disc  is  lowered  on  the  charge 
and  exerts  a  pressure  which  varies  according  to  the 
toughness  of  the  rinds.  The  machine  is  driven  by  hand 
or  mechanical  power,  and  the  upper  disc  revolves,  while 
at  the  same  time  subjecting  the  fruits  contained  in  the 
cylinder  to  pressure.  The  fruits  are  rasped  by  con- 
tact with  the  points  and  blades,  and  the  essential  oil 
-is  set  free  from  the  oil  cells  in  the  rind  and  escapes 
by  means  of  an  outlet  in  the  lower  drum  into  a  receptacle 
set  underneath  the  machine.  Three  operators  are 
required  to  work  the  Gangeri  machine  :  the  first  to 
select  fruits  of  equal  size,  the  second  to  work  the 
machine  after  the  charge  has  been  put  in,  and  the 
third  to  discharge  the  rasped  fruits,  and  clean  them 
with  a  sponge  to  remove  the  oil,  the  latter  operation 
being  performed  in  a  basin ;  or  scarify  the  peel  which 
has  not  been  touched  by  the  machine.  A  Gangeri 
machine  can  work  up  from  seven  to  nine  quintals  of 
fruit  in  an  eight-hour  day.  This  machine  was  modified 
about  ten  years  ago  by  Polimeni,  and  a  cover  to 
enclose  the  "  working  chamber  "  of  the  machine  was 
introduced  as  well  as  a  more  rational  distribution  of 
working  parts.  Other  successful  modifications  of  great 
importance  have  been  brought  about  during  the  past 
year.  An  article  recently  by  Professor  Guido  Rovesti 
in  the  "  Rivista  Italiana  delle  Essenze  e  Profumi  "  on 
bergamot  and  its  derivatives,  describes  the  machine  per- 
fected by  the  engineer  Ugo  Giovanelli. 

Improved  Machines 

The  inventor's  statement  is  that  having  investigated 
the  mechanical  action  which  goes  on  in  the  cylinder,  he 
has  ascertained  that  while  the  fruit  for  the  greater 
part  is  rasped  and  the  essential  oil  extracted,  the  drum 
and  the  revolving  disc  are  mounted  empirically  and 
driven  by  mechanism  which  is  irrational,  and  the  work 
is  carried  out  intermittently  with  waste  of  time  and 
manual  labour,  dissipation  of  oil  and  excessive  con- 
sumption of  energy.  There  is  waste  of  time  owing  to 
the  fact  that  after  each  charge  is  put  .in  the  machine 
is  worked  about  thirty  seconds.  It  must  then  be 
stopped  and  twenty-four  seconds .  are  lost  in  discharging 
the  rasped  fruits  and  reloading.  There  .  is  loss  of 
essence  because  every  time  the  upper  disc  is  raised  for 
the  discharge  of  fruit,  the  essential  oil  in  the  form 
of  a  fine  mist  is  dispersed  into  the  atmosphere.  Much 
energy  is  lost  in  stopping  and  starting  the  machine  so 
frequently.  In  the-  older  machines  there  were  other 
defects,  such  as  the  deafening  noise,  and  danger  of 
accidents  to  the  hands  of  the  workers  who  had  to 
charge  or  discharge  the  fruit  by  putting  their  hands 


under  the  bladed  disc,  which  was  often  held  up 
insecurely.  The  problems  presented  in  the  study  of 
improvements  were  :  to  avoid  alternate  rest  and  work- 
ing of  the  machine  and  diminish  energy  consumption, 
to  suppress  noise,  minimise  risk  of  accidents  to  worker;, 
and  prevent  loss  of  oil.  The  new  machine  constructed 
and  patented  by  Giovanelli  is  described  as  a  continuous 
operating  machine  with  enclosed  working  chamber  for  the 
extraction  of  essential  oil  of  bergamot  and  other  citrus 
fruits.  With  this  machine,  working  with  two  operators, 
the  following  results  have  been  obtained:  160  kilos  of 
fruit  could  be  handled  per  hour,  and  compared  with 
the  older  machines  there  was  an  increase  in  the  yield 
of  essential  oil  of  about  13  per  cent,  and  less  con- 
sumption of  energy  by  30  per  cent.  These  results 
were  obtained  with  a  machine  working  forty .  days 
in  Gallico,  a  second  working  fifteen  days,  and  also  a 
third  working  about  eight  days  (the  season  being  ended) 
in  Arangea.  The  principle  which  characterises  the 
new    machine    is    that    the    lower    drum    is  movable. 


Giovanelli  Machine 


This  in  all  previous  machines  has  been  fixed,  and  all 
three  operations,  charge,  working  up  and  discharge, 
have  had  to  be  performed  consecutively.  In  the  new 
machine  three  drums  are  so  arranged  that  the  three  opera- 
tions take  place  simultaneously.  The  cylinders  are 
arranged  at  the  angles  of  an  equilateral  triangle 
on  a  turntable,  and  correspond  to  three  holes  in  the 
table  of  the  machine  itself.  When  the  working  up  of 
a  charge  has  been  completed  the  turntable  carrying  the 
three  drums  is  revolved  one-third  of  a. turn  and  a  fresh 
charge  is  brought  into  position  under,  the  revolving 
disc,  and  so  every  drum  passes  under  the  mechanism 
in.  turn,  and  the  operation  is  thus  practically  continu- 
ous. The  engineer  Giovanelli  has  not  altered  the 
machine  in  other  directions  in  order  not"  to  create  diffi- 
culties for  the  older  hands,  expert  in  the  operation  of 
the  Gangeri  machine.  The  inventor  maintains  that  the 
application    of    the    new    principle    is    a    step  forward

to  the  betterment  of  industrial  conditions-and  economics, 
the  product  with  which  it  deals  being  of  vital  import- 
ance in  rural  districts  and  a  national  _  Italian 
resource.  Nearly  all  the  bergamot  grove_  proprietors  of 
any  importance  work  up  their  harvest  with  numbers  of 
machines  according  to  the  harvest. 

The  essential  oil  does  not  come  out  of  the  machines 
pure.  It  is  practically  an  extract  composed  of  oil,  frag- 
ments of  peel,  together  with  an  acid  aqueous  solution 
from  the  vegetable  tissues.  The  oil  is  separated  from  the 
solid  matter  by  straining  through  woollen  filter  bags  held 
in  conical  strainers  tinned  on  the  inside,  the  whole 
strainer  being  suspended  from  the  ceiling.  The  filter 
bags  remove  the  solid  portion,  and  the  mixed  liquid — 
essential  oil  and  water — is  separated  by  decantation,  or 
a  type  of  centrifuge  is  used.  The  filter  bags  are  pressed 
to  remove  last  traces  of  liquid  which  is  added  to  the 
first  strainings.  The  residue  called  in  Italian  feccia 
or  mollicata  is  a  by-product  used  for  cattle  feeding.  The 
aqueous  portion  (I'acquata)  left  after  separation  of  the 
oil  is  kept  for  further  use.  The  purified  oil  is  kept  in 
a  cool  place  in  copper  vessels  tinned  internally,  and  is 
a  liquid  ordinarily  yellowish-green  in  colour,  of  bitter 
taste  and  pleasant  odour.  The  colour  varies  according 
to  the  season  and  the  district  of  production,  or  it  may 
be  altered  by  bad  extraction  or  conservation,  e.g.,  if 
the  copper  storage  vessels  are  badly  tinned  internally. 
The  average  yield  of  essence  is  about  480  gm.  per 
100  kg.  of  fruit. 

Secondary  Bergamot  Oils 

Other  oils  of  bergamot.  of  inferior  quality  are  obtained 
from  immature  or  damaged  fruit,  or  distilled  from 
residues,  and  all  are  described  according  to  their  origin, 
e.g.,  ne.ro  'di  bergamotto,  distiUato  di  bergamotto,  dis- 
tillate/ di  bergamottella ,  distiUato  di  feccia.  Nero  di 
bergamotto  is  obtained  by  working  up  by  the  machine 
small  immature  fruits  of  the  size  .  of  a  walnut  or 
slightly  larger,  distiUato  of  bergamotto  by  distillation  of 
the  same  fruits  or  by  distilling  the  residual  matter  left 
in  the  machine  drums,  distiUato  di.  bergamottella  and 
di  feccia,  respectively,  by  distilling  fruits  smaller  than 
a,  nut,  and  by  distilling  any  residues  left  after  extracting 
essential  oil  and  juice.  Another  essential  oil  is  prepared 
by  distilling  the  residue^  left  after  extraction  df  the 
juice,  and  is  called  distiUato  di  fabbrica.  It  is  less 
soluble,  and  is  sometimes  called  insoluble  distillate. 
In  those  essences  containing  much  free  linalol,  as 
distiUato  di  bergamotto,  bergamottella  and  di  feccia, 
Professor  Romeo  advises  modification  into  linalvl 
acetate  by  acetylisation  of  the  free  linalol.  By  this 
means  there  are  obtained  oils  with  15-30  per  cent,  linalyl 
acetate,  and  which  can  be  added  to  genuine  essential 
oil  of  bergamot.  The  following  are  the  chief  characters 
of  the  various  oils  : —

"  Petitgrain  "  Bergamot 

The  leaves  when  distilled  yield  150-200  gm.  of  oil 
per  100  kg.,  which  has  the  same  use  in  perfumery  and 
soap  making  as  "petitgrain  "  from  bitter  orange,  lemon, 
lime,  mandarin.  The  principal  physical  constituents  are 
s.g.  0.890-0.900,  optical  rotation  —  2°  to  -5°,  esters  50-69 
per  cent.,  free  linalol  4-5  per  cent,  soluble  in  2-3  volumes 
alcohol  80°.  Essential  oil  "  neroli  "  bergamot  is  the 
distilled  oil  of  the  flowers,  which  should  not  be  confused 
with  oil  of  neroli  which  is  the  essential  oil  of  flowers 
of  bitter  orange  introduced  into  perfumery  in  the  seven- 
teenth century  by  a  member  of  the  Orsini  family. 


Analytical  Data  and  Production 

The  physico-chemical  constants  for  essential  oil  of 
bergamot  are  generally  within  the  following  limits  : — 
S.g.  at  15°,  0.880  -  0.880;  opt,  rotation,  +8°  to  +30°; 
linalyl  acetate,  30-45  per  cent.  ;  acid  value,  1-35 ;  fixed 
residue  at  100%  4.5-6.5  per  cent.  ;  solubility  in  alcohol, 
90  per  cent.,  1  in  0.5  vol.  The  composition  of  the  qil 
varies  according  to  the  season,  conditions  of  cultivation 
and  extraction.  The  production  of  essential  oil  of  berga- 
mot was  maintained  up  to  the  end  of  1915  around  70,000 
kg.,  but  since  that  year  this  production  has  increased 
enormously  and  the  average  production  is  now  about 
180,000  kg.  Italian  consumption  is  about  10,000  kg. 
Exports  to  Great  Britain,  according  to  official  statistics, 
during  1926.  1927  and  1928  were  25,188  kg.,  35,123  kg., 
and  39,108  kg. 

Citrate  Manufacture 

Juice  is  next  in  importance  after  essential  oil,  and  is 
generally  extracted  by  subjecting  the  fruits  which 
have  been  worked  up  for  oil  to  pressure  in 
a  primitive  kind  of  mincing  machine,  then  press- 
ing the  minced  mass  in  wicker  containers  in 
wooden  presses  similar  to  the  old-fashioned  presses 
formerly  used  for  pressing  olive  oil.  The  juice 
expressed  is  called  agio  crudo,  and  the  yield  is  about 
50  kg.  per  100  kg.  of  fruit.  It  contains  about  from 
3  to  6  per  cent,  of  acid,  chiefly  citric  acid,  reducing 
sugars,  albuminoids,  mucilage  and  about  90  per  cent, 
of  water.  The  agio  crudo  is  usually  destined  for  the 
manufacture  of  calcium  citrate,  and  is  the  raw  material 
in  citric  acid  manufacture.  It  is  sent  to  the  factory  in 
barrels  of  standard  size,  and  is  paid  for  on  the  citric 
acid  content.  Calcium  citrate  is  prepared  by  running 
the  agro  crudo  into  tanks,  allowing  material  in  suspension 
to  settle,  and  then  running  into  boilers  where  it  is 
evaporated  down  and  saturated  with  calcium  carbonate 
or  hydrate,  added  gradually.  When  the  reaction  is 
finished  the  precipitate  is  separated  and  dried.  This  is 
the  outline  of  the  process,  but  there  are  other  technical 
considerations  in  order  to  produce  an  article  which  is 
suitable  for  the  citric  acid  industry.  The  pre- 
paration of  agro  crudo  was  preceded  by  that  of  agio 
cotto  (concentrated  juice),  which  was  the  only  method  of 
treatment  possible  before  factories  were  established  for 
the  production  of  citrate,  and  was  first  used  by 
Salvatore  Rognetta.  The  total  production  of  calcium 
citrate  in  Italy  is  about  5.000,000  kilos,  of  which  8  to 
10  per  cent,  is  produced  by  bergamot  fruit.  This  pro- 
duction is  warehoused  by  the  Camera  Agrumaria,  which 
has  its  seat  at  Messina,  and  a  branch  at  Reggio,  Calabria, 
and  the  Minister  of  National  Economy  fixes  the  price 
each  year  which  the  Camera  itself  must  sell  per  quintal 
of  product  based  on  a  64  per  cent,  acid  citric  content. 
The  citrate,  all  of  which  was  exported  until  recently,  is 
now  worked  up  in  Italy  in  the  citric  acid  industry,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  at  Palerma.  The  resi- 
due, called  pastazzo,  which  remains  in  the  con- 
tainers after  squeezing  out  the  juice,  is  used  locally  for 
cattle  feeding,  as  it  contains  0.4  to  0.8  per  cent,  of 
nitrogen,  fat  and  sugars.  This  residue  is  also  used  as  a 
source  of  pectin,  and  pastazzo  of  bergamot  gives  about 
3.5  per  cent.,  while  lemon  residue  yields  2.5  per  cent. 

It  has  been  calulated  that  working  with  the  Gangeri 
machine  the  loss  of  oil  is  80  grams  per  quintal  of  fruit, 
and  the  annual  loss  is  put  at  32,000  kg.  of  essential  oil, 
and  on  the  face  of  such  a  large  loss  the  urgent  adoption 
of  other  machinery  which  would  work  up  the  fruit 
more  economically  is  advocated.  The  Giovanelli  machine 
is  without  doubt  useful  in  this  direction,  but  does  not 
cut  out  this  loss  entirely.  Loss  in  oil  is  not  only  due 
to  that  left  in  the  rinds  of  the  fruit ;  to  this  must  be 
added  the  mollicato,  as  this  residue  is  usually  badly 
extracted.  Professor  Parrozzane  puts  the  loss  due  to 
this  alone  at  4.500  kg.,  but  probably  this  figure  is  rather 
on  the  high  side.  Certainly  the  major  part  of  this 
residue  is  distilled  under  very  unsuitable  conditions,  but 
if  it  is  allowed  to  accumulate  in  order  to  distil  it  in 
bulk  it  becomes  very  much  altered  in  character  by  fer- 
mentation and  by  saponification  which  it  undergoes. 
The  mollicato  which  is  obtained  as  residue  from  the 
machines  may  be  extracted  with  solvents,  but  this 
method  is  not  suitable  for  the  small  producer. 
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PERFUMERY  PUBLICITY 

Notes  on  Catalogues  and  Showcards 


DESPITE  a  general  utilisation  by  the  majority  of 
manufacturers  and  traders,  publicity  for  the  most 
part  is  not  understood  perhaps  in  its  entirety. 
Some  imagine  that  publicity  consists  solely  of  front-page, 
full-page  advertisements  in  the  dailies,  or  in  posters  and 


Hoardings  that  are  calculated  to  disturb  rural  amenities, 
without  troubling"  to  take  into 'account  that  there  is  a 
multiplicity  of  -  means  to  aid1  sales  which  are  more  acces- 
sible, and  'whose  variety  of  application  is-  infinite,  and 
which  can  be  adapted"  to  the  exigencies  of  a  particular 
case.  Others  see  in  publicity  only  a  means  of  acquiring 
notoriety  for  a  name,  so  it  might.be  advisable  at  the 
outset1  to  consider  what  is' meant  exactly  by  the  term. 
Publicity  embraces  all-  sales  means  'with  the  exception  of 
the  action  of  the  actual  vendor.  By  the  side  of  the  action 
of  the  seller,  which  can  be"  called  a  direct' sale,  there  exists 
a  second  phase,  entirely- impersonal,  the  indirect  sale.  The 
ensemble  of-  means  constituting  -this  indirect  sale  is  none 
other  than  publicity.-  Thus  publicity  has  been  defined  as 
"  a  sale  without  a  seller."  :  Publicity  then  consists  of  the 
insertion  of  advertisements,  the  use  of  showcards  and 
posters,  the  mailing-  of  a  catalogue  or  simply  a  letter, 
with  the  condition  in  all  cases  that  these  means  are  not 
merely  empiric  but  follow  a  pre-arranged  plan  according 
to  the  commercial  necessity  of  the  manufacturers.  The 
divers  means  that  publicity  puts  at  the  disposition  can  be 
classified  as  :  Direct,  by  means  of  a  catalogue,  brochure, 
prospectus,  folder,  circular,  letter;  Indirect,  by  tableaux, 
posters,  advertisements,  showcards;  to  which  might  be 
added  another  group  :  Sedentary,  including  the  shop 
window,  showcases,  etc.  - 

Considered  as  a  constituent  part  in  the  art  of  selling, 
publicity  is  as  precise  in  its  aims  as  In  its  means.  The 
public,  which  represents  the  majority  of  users  and 
possible  buyers,  may  be  considered  as  separated  from 
the  articles  to  be  sold  by  a  number  of  well  characterised 
stages.-  It  is  evident,  then,  to  effect  a  sale  it  is  neces- 
sary first  of  all  to  make  known  the  merchandise,  fol- 
lowed by  appreciation  up  to  the  point  of  temptation, 
and  then  the  decision  to  buy.  The  aims  of  perfumery 
publicity  as  a  sales  aid  may  be  stated  as  follows  :  to 
attract  attention;  awaken  interest;  provoke  desire; 
create  a  feeling  of  need;  effect  a  sale;  assure  repeat 


orders.  It  is  thus  seen  that  the  scope  of  publicity  is 
something  more  than  simply  seeking  after  notoriety. 
Thanks  to  publicity  in  its  various  forms' perfumes  and 
cosmetics  have  conquered  the  masses.  -  In  "order  to  pro- 
duce in.- the  -  public  an  effective  reaction  it  is  necessary 
that  publicity  should  be  extensive,  and  on  this  condition 
it1  will  shake  sufficiently  "  the"  apathy  of  the  buying 
public.  The  harvest' of-  publicity  is  known, '  and  it  is 
realised  that  however'  great ;  might  be  the  outlay  and 
however  perfect  the  realisation,  results  ■  do  not^  .  corre- 
spond to  the  sacrifices  if  the  article"  offered  is  of  inferior 
quality,  or  if  it  does  not  meet  a  real  need  (at  least  a 
latent  one)  of  the  public,  or  again  if  the  organisation 
is'  defective.  The  success  of  a  publicity  campaign 
resolves  chiefly  on  the  quality  of  the  article  to  be 
sold,  on  the  interest  stimulated,  and  on  the  sales 
organisation.  The  manufacturer  must  devote  all  his 
attention  in  persuading  the  public  as  to  the  quality  of  his 
products ;  he  will  touch  the  chords  of  personal  interest, 
appeal  to  the  passions  and  pander  to  weaknesses,  to  vanity, 
to  coquettishness  and  to  economy.  He  must  force  himself 
to  convince  the  public  that  he  practises  materially  the 
adage,  "  Vendre  c'est  rendre  service."  Briefly,  publicity 
which  gives  its  full  return  is  not  limited  to  making  known 
the  merchandise,  to  confer  notoriety. on  a  name,  but  must 
be  enlivened  by  an  argument  that  carries  with  it  convic- 
tion. It  does  not  suffice  to  draw  up  "  copy  "  full  of  pro- 
mise ;  text  must  be  built  on  reality.  If  the  action  of 
publicity  develops  need,  resultant  inquiry  will  lead  to 
improvement  in  quality  of  the  product  and  perfection  of 
the  organisation.  The  influence  of  publicity  on  the 
internal  development  of  an  enterprise  has  often  led,  par- 
ticularly in  America,  to  standardised  production  and  to 
reduction  in  costs.  The  retailer,  however,  must  play  his 
part.  In  order  to  offer  he  must  have  an  article  cheaper 
or  better  than  his  competitor,  or  he  must  compel  the 
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public  to  come  to  ;him  by  attractive  display.  Manu- 
facturers must  exercise  a  continuous  control  so  that  the. 
quality  of  an  article  and  the  service  rendered  might  con- 
form to-  the  promises  made  in  the  publicity  campaign. 
Publicity  which  is  not  strictly  honest,  or  even 
simply  mismanage!,  is  not  successful.  A  manufac- 
turer may  map  but  a  plan  of  campaign,  draw  up  copy, 
execute  beautiful  showcards,  but  it  is  necessary  that  the 
retailer  should  be  in  a  position  to  meet  the  demand.  If 
the  distribution  of  a  product  by  the  retailer  is  badly  done 
publicity  turns  against  the  manufacturer  or  producer  and 
curries  favour  on  the  part  of  the  buying  public  towards  a 
competitor  whose  product  is  taken  in  place  of  the  one 
advertised,  but,  which  retailers  do  not  stock. 

The  foremost  means  of  direct  publicity  is  undoubtedly 
the  catalogue  (the  word  signifying  "  discourse  on  "), 
which  consists  of  an  enumeration  of  articles  classified  in 
a  certain  order.  The  catalogue,  particularly  the  perfumery 
catalogue,  should  not  be  a  dry  enunciation,  but  must 
present  the  products  in  a  rational  order,  and  must  indeed 
"  discourse  "  on  the  ai'ticles  for  sale.  The  object  to  be 
attained  is  to  make  known  the  products  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  interest  prospective  buyers  up  to  the  point  of  de- 
ciding to  purchase.  In  the  first  place,  if  a  catalogue 
is  sent  by  post  it  is  indispensable  that  it  should  attract 
attention  by  the  envelope  and  its  cover.  The  most 
serious  danger  is  that  it  will  be  put  on  one  side  under 
the  pretext  that  the  recipient  is  in  need  of  nothing. 
This  danger  is  not  present  with  the  catalogues  of  the  lead- 
ing perfumers,  who  by  the  pull  of  their  publicity  as  well 
as  by  their  creations,  impose  on  women  a  constant  interest 
for  everything  that  concerns  perfume.  A  catalogue  in 
this  case  would  be  received  as  an  envoy  announcing 
joyous  tidings  and  would  be  kept  as  a  real 
work  of  art.  As  regards  "  the  cover — simplicity  and 
originality  seem  to  go  hand  in  hand.  Perfumers  usually 
content  themselves  with  the "  simple  mention  of  their 
names,  which  usually  are  sufficient  to  evoke  interest. 
The  name  only,  modestly,  announced,  accompanied 
by    a    simple    form'  of    design,    is    considered  ample. 


This  simple  mention  should  not  suffice,  and  it  would  be 
a  mistake  to  proceed  with  the  presentation  of  the 
various  perfumes.  The  reader  is  perhaps  impatient  to 
look  at  the  beautiful  reproductions  in  order  to  get  to 
know  the  newest  creations,  but  it  is  not  on  the  pages 
that  contain  them  that  the  attention  is  arrested  first  of 
all.  It,  is  indispensable  that  interest  should  compel  fre- 
quent perusals  of  the  catalogue,  for,  if  not, 
the  impression  produced  will  be  ephemeral.  This 
result  is  not  obtained  solely  by  means  of  text. 
Usually  interest  and  longing  are  stimulated  on  the 
first  page,  and  having  traced  the  evolution  of  a  new  per- 
fume for  new  users,  the  text  goes  on,  after  describing  the 
alliance  of  the  perfume  with  artistry  of  decoration,  to 
note  the  importance  of  the  introduction,  and  the  quality 
of  the  product.  It  is  necessary  in  the  perfumery  cata- 
logue, more  so  than  in  any  other,  to  provoke  on  the  first 
page  a  sympathetic  interest,  and  from  the  perfumery 
catalogue,  which  is  usually  a  specimen  of  commercial 
art  and  which  should  literally  radiate  the  fragrance  of 


the  perfume  itself,  should  be  banished  the  monotonous 
phraseology  so  dear  to  the  catalogues  of  the  hardware 
stores.  The  perfumer  does  not  use  the  common  word 
to  announce  his  products.  He  usually  calls  to  his  aid 
the  magi  of  style,  and  in  his  presentation  he  generally 
succeeds  without  any  direct  allusion  in  creating  an  imperi- 
ous longing  to  buy — the  irresistible  appeal. 

Showcards  are  an  example  of  indirect  }:>rinted  pub- 
licity. They  can  be  put  in  view  regularly  and  can  be 
kept  so  at  the  disposition  of  the  retailer.  Perhaps  the 
first  effect  of  a  showcard  on  the  person  who  sees  it  is 
the  imposition  of  the  name.  This  confers  notoriety; 
but  the  showcard  (or  a  second  showcard)  in  a  display 
must  do  more.  A  representative  who  would  be  content 
simply  to  leave  his  card  when  making  a  call  and  retire 
without  saying  another  word  would  be  a  deplorable 
salesman.  Very  often  a  showcard  does  not  act  in  any 
qther.way  but  this;  it  is  nothing  but  a  simple- card  whose 
artistic  reproduction  does  or  does  not  suffice.  It  cannot 
be  denied  that  there  is  indeed  some  value  in  notoriety, 
for  a  simple  name  artistically  announced  might  recall 
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to  a  passer-by  the  name  of  a  perfume  preferred.  Such 
cannot  fulfil  but  the  two  extreme  aims  of  publicity — 
make  known  and  recall  to  mind.  When  the  means  of 
perfect  publicity  are  capable  of  realising  the  ultimate 
•act  of  selling,  it  is  sometimes  regrettable  that  they 
are  not  used  in  a  more  complete  manner.  A  woman 
who  sees  a  showcard  bearing,  say,  the  inscription     "  Le 

Parfum    Inconnu,"    by   ,    retains    for    an  instant 

the  name,  but  as  there  is  no  accompanying  text 
to  incite  her  to  try  it,  the  thought  perhaps  never  enters 
her  head  to  give  up  her  usual  perfume.  Such  publicity 
will  not  probably  be  a  success  by  itself.  In  order  to 
overcome  the  apathy  of  the  reader  it  is  necessary  to 
add  something  of  interest  which  will  1  have  a  personal 
touch.  The  showcard  must  be  faithful  to  its  name,  and 
must  really  advertise — that  is,  bring  before  the  public — : 
a  fact,  or  a  phrase,  which  will  be  considered  and  thought 
about.  It  must  "  argue  "  and  convince — in  other  words, 
overcome   the  spirit  of   a   distraught  reader.    In  order 
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to  illustrate  the  above  considerations  the  reproduction 
of  show  material  herewith  will  serve,  and  they  will 
perhaps  emphasise  what  perfumery  manufacturers  are 
doing  to  advertise  their  products.    The  examples  have 


been  selected  from  parcels  of  show  material  issued  by 
perfumers.  This  display  material  is  of  great  variety, 
for  the  subject  lends  itself  to  varied  treatment,  and 
the  leading  perfumery  houses  can  .usually  place  a  large 
array  of  show  material  at  the  disposal  of  a  retail 
chemist  who  wishes  to  make  a  display.  It  is  true  that 
perfumery  display  material  by  its  artistry  incurs  a  heavy 
expenditure  on  the  part  of  the  producer,  and  probably 
perfumery  catalogues  and  showcards  are  the  most  artistic 
as  well  as  the  most  costly  of  all  advertising  media.  The 
artistic  and  practical  way  in  which  such  display  material 
is  produced,  and  the  co-operation  which  it  embodies  leads 
one  to  appreciate  the  manufacturing  perfumers'  activi- 
ties in  advertising,  or  perhaps  one  might  say,  more  deli- 
cately, in  the  power  of  suggestion. 

The  following  brief  notes  on  the  examples  of  modern  per- 
fumery publicity,  reproduced  to  illustrate  this  article.

are  not  critical,  but  are  simply  descriptive,  and  do  not. 
constitute  anything  but  a  few  trite  remarks  on  some 
prominent  or  artistic  feature  connected  with  the  display, 
material.  From  the  Parfumeries  de  Paris,  Ltd.,  examples 
of  display  material  in  order  to  promote  sales  for 
Houbigant  and  Cheramy  perfumery  include  the  following 
classified  groups  : — Showcards,  triptiques  (three-fold 
screens),  tableaux  (framed  pictures),  supports  for  holding 
specific  articles,  pyramids.  And  this  is  probably  a  typical 
parcel  of  display  material,  though  each  manufac- 
turer has  something  which  bears  his  own  cachet. 
Reproduced  is  a  Houbigant  showcard— a  white  card 
printed  in  warm  brown.  This  is  a  simple  announcement 
advertising  Exquisite  perfumes,  with  two  bottles  illus- 
trated on  the  showcard,  and  combines  neatness  and 
clarity.  The  Cheramy  display  matei'ial  advertises  the 
floral  eaux  de  Cologne,  and  includes  besides  a  large 
canvas  tableau,  a  three-fold  screen  illustrating  the  odours 
in  which  floral  Cologne  is  made.  Cut-outs  which  form 
the  components  of  the  screen  are  supplied  separately, 
and  three  are.  reproduced  here,  together  with  a  Cheramy 
three-fold  screen.  The  showcard  issued  by  Yardley  is 
probably  the  best  known  of  the  showcards  issued  by  any 
English  perfumery  house.  It  is  a  reproduction  based  on 
one  of  the  series  of  paintings  of  "  Cries  of  London,"  by 
Francis  Wheatley,  R.A.  (1747-1801).  Morny  Freres,  Ltd., 
London,  issue  a  Morny  monogram  circle  which  is  a  useful 
reminder  of  the  firm  of  Morny.  The  cut-out  for  June  per- 
fumery is  one  designed  to  hold  a  bottle  of  perfume  for 
testing  purposes.  Eau  de  Cologne  "  4711  "  show  material 
includes  a  folding  display  in  four  sections,  carrying 
the  digits  at  different  levels  which  symbolise  the  product. 
While  Les  Poudres  Coty  are  effectively  brought  to  public 
notice  by  a  display  stand. 
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Alf.  Harrison  &L  Sons,  Limited. 


ANOTHER  firm  of  chemists  and  general  printers  in 
/-\  Leeds  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Town 
_/  \_  Traveller  visited  recently  was  that  of  Alf. 
Harrison  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Burley  Road.,  Leeds.  Some  fifty 
years  ago,  in  1878,  Alfred  Harrison,  in  partnership, 
leased  some  small  premises  in  South  Leeds  and  com- 
menced business  as  a  commercial  printer.  He  soon 
realised  the  particular  needs  of  the  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  specialised  in  printing  for  the  requirements  of 
chemists,  both  wholesale  and  retail.  This  small  business 
was  the  foundation  of  Alf.  Harrison  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  and 
the  story  of  its  gradual  growth  and  development  is  one 
of  perseverance  and  sound  business  methods.  The  earlier 
premises  soon  proving  inadequate,  larger  premises  were 
built,  and  Alf.  Harrison  &  Sons  are  now  firmly  estab- 
lished in  Burley  Road,  where  recent  additions  to  their

works  have  been  completed.  This  involved  the  rebuild- 
ing of  the  whole  frontage  and  the  addition  of  a  second 
floor  at  the  front  portion  of  the  building  in  order  to  give 
better  accommodation  for  administrative  work.  The 
printing  plant  itself  is  contained  on  one  floor  only. 
Central  heating  secures  for  the  printing  works  a  constant 
temperature;  the  roof  is.  high,  and  there  is  good  lighting, 
and  under  these  conditions  for  the  workers  the  directors 
claim  that  it  is  the  healthiest  printing  office  in  Leeds. 

The  eldest  son  of  the  founder,  and  to-day  managing 
principal,  explained  the  various  sections  of  the  plant  and 
their  activities  and  the  efficient  system  operating  in  all 
sections  of  the  business.  The  place  is  planned  with  the 
idea  of  avoiding  overlapping  and  waste  of  time. 
The  departments  included  the  composing  section,  where 
display  matter  was  being  set  up,  the  machinery  depart- 
ment largely  engaged  on  colour  work  for  chemists' 
advertising  purposes,  the  folding-box  department,  and 
printed  carton  and  other  sections  necessary  to  the 
turning  out  of  printed  matter.  The  making;  of  enve- 
lopes is  an  important  branch  of  work  with  Messrs. 
Harrison.  Here  envelopes,  skillets,  etc.,  are  made  by 
hand  and  by  machinery.  Shampoo  envelopes  are  turned 
out  to  tire  number  of  a  half-million  per  week  by  machine, 
while  a  staff  of  twenty-five  girls  are  engaged  on  hand- 
made envelopes.    Power  for  the  machinery  is  obtained 


from  seven  electric  motors,  and  all  the  heavy  machines 
have  their  own  motors.  The  guillotine  and  folding 
department,  and  storage  section  were  inspected.  Storage 
of  paper  is  very  important  for  colour  printing,  and  the 
paper  is  well  seasoned  before  being  used  in  order  to 
secure  good  registration.  Tidiness  in  this  office  is 
secured  by  the  use  of  a  4-cwt.  waste-paper  baler,  which 
converts  loose  waste  into  solid  bales  of  uniform  size, 
and  does  away  with  a  lot  of  litter  about  the- place.  Tins 
firm  concentrates  on  colour  work,  folding  boxes,  printed 
cartons,  chemists'  labels  and  advertising  literature,  and 
envelopes  for  all  purposes. 

During  recent  years,  the  chief  aim  of  the  firm  has  been 
to  improve  the  quality  -  of  their  work  without  unduly 
increasing  costs.  The  development  of  advertising  has 
forced  printers  to  adopt  an  entirely  new  outlook.  Any 
kind  of  print  will  not  suit 
the  modern  chemist,  whether 
he  is  a  retailer  or  manufac- 
turer. The  contents  of  a 
packet  are  only  too  often 
judged  by  the  appearance  of 
the  carton  or  label,  and  the 
firm  have 'concentrated  upon 
reorganising  .that  section  of 
their  business,  scrapping  the 
old  plant  and  replacing  it 
with  the  latest  quick  run- 
ning colour  machines.  Their 
designers  know  the  require- 
ments of  the  label  or  carton 
from  the  viewpoint  of  -  dis- 
play and  sales,  and  the  new 
plant  installed  in  the  Burley - 
Road  works  is  efficient.

Westminster  Wisdom 

Notes  on  Parliamentary  Matters 

International  Opium  Convention 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  (Mr.  A. 
Henderson)  informed  Major  Harvey  on  February  26 
that  ratifications  and  definite  accessions  to  the  Second 
Opium  Conference  of  the  League  of  Nations  have  been 
deposited  on  behalf  of  34  countries.  There  are  11  other 
countries  on  whose  behalf  signatures  or  accessions  have 
been  given,  but  which  still  require,  before  they  take 
effect,  ratification  or  confirmation.  Twenty-five  countries 
have  neither  signed  nor  ratified  nor  acceded. 

National  Health  Insurance 

Mr.  Rhys  Davies  asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on 
February  26  if  he  had  in  contemplation  any  changes 
in  the  near  future  in  the  regulations  governing  medical 
and  other  benefit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
scheme ;  and,  if  so,  when  such  changes  will  be  placed 
upon  the  Table  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Greenwood  :  Draft  Regulations  with  respect  to  the 
issue  of  certificates  for  National  Health  Insurance  pur- 
poses by  medical  practitioners,  and  with  respect  to  the 
definition  of  drugs  for  the  purposes  of  medical  benefit, 
are  in  preparation.  I  cannot  yet  say  when  these  Regula- 
tions will  be  laid  before  Parliament  under  Section  93  of 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  1924 ;  but  before 
this  is  done  40  days'  notice  will  have  to  be  given  under 
the  Rules  Publication  Act,  1893,  of  the  proposal  to  make 
the  Regulations  and  of  the  place  where  the  copies  of  the 
draft  of  them  may  be  obtained. 

Vitamins 

Replying  to  a  question  put  by  Dr.  Forgan  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  February  27  whether  he  would 
institute  an  inquiry  into  the  therapeutic  and  prophy- 
lactic values  of  medicinal  and  nutritional  preparations  of 
vitamin  extracts,  with  a  view  to  their  standardisation 
and  prescription,  as  far  as  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
under  the  NationaJ  Health  Insurance  scheme,  Mr. 
Greenwood  stated  that  methods  for  the  quantitative 
estimation  of  vitamins  are  being  actively  studied  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  He  was 
advised  that  knowledge  in  this  subject  is  not  yet  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  justify  the  consideration  of  the 
question  of  adopting  and  applying  official  standards  of 
strength  for  medicinal  preparations  of  these  substances.

He  qualified  in  1891,  and 
three  months  later  became  manager  and  secretary  to 
the  Singapore  Dispensary,  Ltd.  Mr.  McKenzie  contri 
buted  some  interesting-  observations  on  pharmacy  in  the 
Straits  Settlements  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in 
1909  (I,  627).  He  returned  to  Scotland  just  after  the 
close  of  the  recent  war,  and  became  interested  in  local 
affairs  at  Kilmarnock,  where,  in  1923,  he  was  elected 
to  the  Town  Council.  In  November  of  last  year  he 
was  appointed  Dean  of  Guild,  but  owing  to  ill  health 
he  was  unable  to  preside  over  the  Court..  Mr.  McKenzie 
was  one  of  the  most  popular  men  in  Kilmarnock,  and 
contributed  much  public  service  in  an  unostentatious 
way.    He  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  a  son.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  III 

A  Useful  Point 

was  raised  by  Mr.  Hocken  at  the  combined 
meeting  and  supper  of  the  Redhill  and  Reigate  phar- 
macists (C.  <£  D.,  March  1,  p.  249),  when  he  suggested 
that  it  might  be  well  if  several  neighbouring  associations 
could  combine  occasionally  and  meet  at  a  central  place 
for  the  discussion  of  current  events  of  importance,  with 
speakers  present  from  influential  bodies  in  the  trade. 
This  suggestion  indicates  a  way  in  which  a  growing 
difficulty  may  be  overcome,  if  I  understand  the  matter 
aright  as  put  to  me  by  friends  whose  services  have 
been  in  increasing  demand  at  pharmaceutical  meetings. 
There  are  so  many  meetings  and  dinners  nowadays 
that  a  serious  tax  is  imposed  upon  the  time 
and  good  nature  of  the  limited  number  of  persons 
competent  to  give  addresses  upon  subjects  of  pressing 
importance  to  all  of  us,  if  they  accept  every  invitation 
sent  to  them  to  be  present  on  such  occasions.  What 
makes  the  position  worse  is  that  the  visitor  to  some 
distant  spot  often  finds  on  arrival  that  the  number  of 
persons  congregated  to'  listen  to  him  is  exceedingly 
scanty.  An  opportunity  that  might  have  been  utilised 
for  the  information  of  fifty  or  a  hundred  people  is 
wasted  to  the  extent  that  not  more  than  ten  to  twenty 
actually  attend.  Similar  small  parties  can  often  be 
arranged  in  neighbouring  places,  with  audiences  equally 
anxious  to  hear  the  same  speaker  on  the  same  subject 
or  subjects,  but  it  should  be  obvious  that  this  involves 
an  undue  expenditure  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
speaker.  By  acting  on  Mr.  Hocken's  suggestion,  how- 
ever, a  larger  number  of  people  could  be  enlightened  at 
the  same  time. 

Another  Point 

that  occurs  to  me  in  connection  with  this 
subject  is  the  unsuitability  of  the  modern  public  dinner, 
when  combined  with  a  concert  and  followed  by  dancing, 
as  an  occasion  for  serious  talking  about  matters  of 
moment.  In  recent  reports  of  such  functions  I  have 
observed  that  the  speakers  have  been  asked  not  to  exceed 
three  to  five  minutes  for  their  remarks.  The  time 
allotted  is  probably  enough  for  most  of  the  toasts  and 
speakers,  but  it  is  absurd  to  include  in  the  same 
category  every  speaker  and  speech.  Nevertheless,  it. 
will  usually  be  found  that  the  audience  applauds  cur- 
tailment of  speeches  on  the  occasion  of  dinners  which 
are  to  be  followed  with  other  entertainment,  and  this 
is  a  factor  which  must  needs  be  taken  into  account, 
particularly  if  it  be  desired  to  include  in  the  pro- 
ceedings a  number  of  toasts.  As  a  natural  result, 
speakers  of  note,  who  may  have  something  to  say  that 
would  be  worth  listening  to,  either  break  the  rule  laid 
down  and  exceed  the  time  allotted  to  them,  or — and 
this  is  more  serious — they  refrain  from  delivering  the 
messages  they  are  peculiarly  fitted  to  convey.  The 
remedy,  in  my  opinion,  appears  to  be  in  the  direction  of 
cutting  out  what  may  be  called  serious  propaganda 
speeches  from  the  programmes  of  dinners  that  are  ob- 
viously not  adapted  for  anything  of  the  kind,  and  to 
make  more  intelligent  arrangements  for  business  meet- 
ings to  which  speakers  of  importance  may  be  invited. 
Reporting  at  length  what  such  speakers  say  would  pro- 
vide for  wider  attention  being  directed  to  their  obser- 
vations ;  but  the  trouble  is  that  lengthy  reports  of 
speeches  cannot  always  be  printed  in  full  because  of 
lack  of  space,  and  they  may  not  be  read  when  printed. 
In  addition,  it  is  not  always  advisable  to  report  all 
that  well-informed  speakers  may  feel  free  to  say  in 
confidence.  Everything  points,  therefore,  to  the  wisdom 
of  Mr.  Hocken's  suggestion. 

Disagreement 

with  some  of  your  comments  on  the  limitation 
of  what  may  be  prescribed  for  insured  persons  (C.  <£•  D., 
March  1,  p.  256)  is  to  be  anticipated.  For  example, 
the  London  Insurance  Committee  seems  to  be  accorded 
more  credit  than  is  due  to  it  for  the  action  taken  in 
banning  certain  preparations.    So  far  as  those  prepara- 


tions were  foods  or  border-line  products,  no  justifiable 
exception  could  be  taken  to  the  action  of  the  London 
Committee ,'  but  I  understand  that  there  is  a  strong 
feeling  in  London  medical  circles  because,  as  you  put 
it,  in  some  cases  the  width  of  a  street  marked  the 
boundary  between  allowance  and  disallowance.  In  those 
particular  cases,  it  is  asserted,  there  was  no  question 
about  the  medicinal  nature  of  the  disallowed  prepara- 
tions, only  prejudice  at  the  pricing  office  against  allow- 
ing for  anything  of  proprietary  origin.  Personally,  I 
do  not  agree  that  there  is  such  a  necessity  for  con- 
serving the  chemists'  fund  as  to  justify  much  of  the 
hair-splitting  about  "  sometimes  drugs,"  and  I  am  fain 
to  admit  that  your  exposition  of  various  points  in  the 
second  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  make  me  much 
more  dubious  than  at  first  regarding  the  practicability  of 
utilising  the  suggested  classification  of  articles  that  are 
undoubtedly  drugs. 

Our  Indebtedness 

to  the  Arabian  physicians  of  the  Middle 
Ages  is  principally  on  account  of  the  part  they  played  m 
the  transmission  of  the  Hippocratic  and  Galenic  teach- 
ings to  their  posterity  in  Europe.  They  also  made  their 
own  contributions  in  chemistry  and  pharmacy  and  intro- 
duced several  valuable  drugs,  of  which  one  of  the  most 
important  is  senna.  As  stated  in  yonr  Compendium 
article  (p.  206),  it  is  generally  agreed  they  were  the 
sponsors  for  this  article.  Modern  views  on  the  chrono- 
logy of  the  Arabian  writers  on  physic  are  modifying  the 
statements  to  be  found  in  the  earlier  writers  on  medical 
history.  In  the  light  of  these  more  recently  ascribed 
dates  it  is,  perhaps,  worth  while  hriefly  to  consider  the 
usually  accepted  information  as  to  who  should  receive 
the  credit  for  first  mentioning  senna.  The  histories  of 
physic  usually  speak  of  Serapion  the  Elder  as  the  one 
who  first  mentions  it  in  his  works ;  but  there  are  two 
other  writers  who  also  refer  to  it,  and  these  flourished 
about  the  same  period.  When  Friend  wrote  his  history 
he  assumed  that  Mesue  the  Elder,  who  was'  also  known 
to  subsequent  authorities  as  Janus  Damascenus,  lived  at 
the  latter  end  of  the  twelfth  century.  Both  Serapion  and 
Mesue  wrote  about  this  drug.  If  we  adopt  the  chrono- 
logy of  the  Arabian  medical  authors  accepted  by  Dr. 
Donald  Campbell  ("  Arabian  Medicine  "),  we  shall  have 
to  believe  in  Mesue  senior  as  being  the  earliest  writer  to 
mention  senna  as  a  drug. 

Sufficient  Biographical  Material 

about  Mesue'  is  available  to 
establish  his  period  with  some  certainty.  It  extended 
from  777  a.d.  to  857  a.d.  He  was  the  son  of  a  pharma- 
cist, and  became  the  head  of  the  medical  school  at 
Baghdad  and  physician  to  the  Caliph  Harun-al-Rashid, 
who  reigned  from  786  a.d.  to  809  a.d.,  and  to  some  of 
the  Caliph's  successors.  The  works  of  Mesue  in  Arabic 
seem  to  be  altogether  lost,  but  the  Latin  translations  are 
well  known,  and  of  these  nine  printed  editions  are  in  the 
British  Museum.  A  copy  of  the  1542  edition  of  the 
"  De  Be  Medica,"  with  commentary  -by  Jacobus  Sylvius, 
lies  before  me.  In  this  there  is  a  monograph,  "  De 
Senna,"  describing  the  leaves  and  follicles  and  treating 
of  their  medicinal  properties  There  is  no  reason  to  think 
that  this  work  is  not  an  authentic  production  of  Mesue  ; 
that  is  to  say,  that  its  ascription  is  no  more  untrust- 
worthy than  that  of  other  similar  writings  of  which  the 
original  MSS.  are  lost.  This  being  so,  it  can  he  affirmed 
with  some  certainty  that  its  author  wrote  about  senna 
before  the  elder  Serapion,  who  lived  at  a  later  time ;  as 
far  as  our  knowledge  now  serves  he  died  about  930  a.d. 
The  historical  relationships  of  these  two  authors  are  not 
free  from  confusion  because  the  later  one,  like  his  pre- 
decessor, has  been  known  to  the  historians  as  Janus 
Damascenus.  Constantinus  Africanus  was  apparently  the 
originator  of  this  transference  of  name.  Isaac  Judseus 
(p.  206)  was  a  contemporary  of  Sera-mon.  Senna  must 
have  been  well  known  in  the  time  of  Mesue,  for  he  says 
that  in  Persia  it  was  called  AhaWmer ;  and  he  makes  a 
reference  to  Galen's  use  of  it.  There  does  not  seem,  how- 
ever, to  be  any  intimation  in  any  other  medical  works  that 
Galen  was  acouainted  w'th  the  article.  It  is  not  named 
in  his  "  De  Simplic'um  Medieamentorum  Facultatibus."

A  New  Ruling  on  Formula  Disclosure 

We  have  received  the  following  letter,  dated 
March  1,  from  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise: — •

Medicine  Stamp  Duty  : 
"  Known,  Admitted  and  Approved 
Remedies"  Exemption 

Sir, — The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  have  had  under  consideration  the  con- 
ditions attaching  to  exemption  from  Medicine 
Stamp  Duty,  when  sale  is  effected  by  duly  qualified 
chemists,  of  preparations  which  are  known, 
admitted  and  approved  remedies,  and  in  which 
no  secret  or  proprietary  right  is  claimed  ;  and 
I  am  to  inform  you  that  the  Commissioners  are 
unable  to  recognise  any  claim  to  such  exemption 
unless  a  definite  and  complete  statement  of  the 
actual  ingredients  (i.e.,  the  full  formula  with 
proportions),  and  a  statement  that  no  proprietary 
rights  are  claimed  in  the  preparation  of  the 
medicine,  are  printed  on  all  labels,  cartons,  etc. 

I  am  to  add  that  this  decision  applies  generally, 
that  the  required  statements  on  the  labels  must 
be  legible  and    conspicuous,   and    that  a  mere 
reference  to  the  formula  will  not  suffice  as  hitherto.

The  matter  of  this  communication  is  of  such  import- 
ance to  pharmacists  that  it  calls  for  close  examina- 
tion. The  Acts  in  force  imposing  medicine-stamp 
duty  date  hack  to  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  and  had  their  origin  in  a  period  stiil  earlier. 
It  is  therefore  not  to  he  wondered  at  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  seek  the 
aid  of  the  Courts  to  interpret  them  in  the  light  of 
the  conditions  of  more  modern  times.  Fortunately 
the  point  here  in  question  has  been  before  the  High 
Court  as  recently  as  1903  in  the  case  of  Farmer  v, 
Glyn- Jones,  when  the  law  on  the  subject  was 
elaborately  declared  by  Mr.  Justice  Wills.  In  that 
case  a  chemist  and  druggist  sold  a  mixture  which  was 
described  on  the  label  as  "  Ammoniated  Tincture  of 
Quinine,  B.P."  and  in  addition  as  "  a  well  known 
and  highly  recommended  remedy  for  influenza  and 
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colds."  The  medicine  was  not  stamped,  and  the 
question  which  the  Court  had  to  decide  was  whether 
an  offence  had  been  committed  by  the  failure  to 
stamp  it  or  whether  the  case  came  within  the  exemp- 
tion from  the  duty  granted  by  Exemption  3  of  the 
Schedule  to'  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812.  The 
exemption,  stated  in  its  simplest  terms,  extends  to 
all  medicinal  mixtures  or  preparations  which  are 
uttered  or  vended  by  any  surgeon,  apothecary, 
chemist  or  druggist,  who  has  served  a  regular  appren- 
ticeship, the  different  denominations  and  properties 
of  which  mixtures  are  known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies  for  amy  disorder  or  malady  affecting  the 
human  body,  provided  the  vendors  claim  no  secret 
art  or  exclusive  right  in  the  preparation  and  that 
the  medicines  are  not  and  have  not  been  the  subject 
of  a  patent.  The  High  Court  held  that  a  medicine 
sold  with  such  a  description  on  the  label  as  that  used 
in  this  case  was  exempt  from  stamp  duty  when  sold 
by  a  duly  qualified  chemist  and  druggfet.  The  law 
as  thus  declared  was  the  subject  of  some  corre- 
spondence as  '  to  its  administration  in  practice 
between  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  (then  the 
administrative  body)  and  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist; and  in  July  1903  the  Board,  in  a  printed 
circular  to  their  officers  (see  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas,"  6th  Ed.,  p.  54),  declared  their  interpre- 
tation of  the  judgment  of  the  High  Court  in  the 
case  to  be  that  exemption  from  stamp  duty  was 
allowed  for  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  reme- 
dies "  which  were  sold  by  a  duly  qualified  chemist 
and  druggist  provided  that  either  (1)  the  formula 
of  the  preparation  was  stated ;  or  (2)  the  medicine 
was  prepared  in  accordance  with  a  formula  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  or  other  well-known  book  of 
reference,  and  this  fact  was  stated  or  otherwise  indi- 
cated on  the  label.  This,  it  will  be  observed,  is  in 
conformity  with  the  law  as  laid  down  by  the  judges, 
and,  so  far  as  is  known,  it  has  worked  well  in  prac- 
tice for  a  period  extending  to  nearly  twenty-seven 
years.  Nor  has  any  change  been  made  in  the  law. 
Chemists  will  therefore  be  at  a  loss  to  know  what 
can  be  the  motive  which  has  led  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  to  desire  to  make  the  change 
in  administrative  practice,  notified  in  their  letter, 
and  are  entitled  to  ask  by*  what  authority  the  words 
of  an  Act  of  Parliament  are  given  an  interpre- 
tation which  is  clearly  in  conflict  with  what 
the  High  Court  has  declared  to  be  the  meaning  of 
these  words.  It  may  be  that  they  feel  this  course  is 
forced  upon  them  by  the  impracticability  of  any 
attempt  to  get  the  parliamentary  machine  to  move 
in  the  direction  of  changing  the  law.  But  whatever 
be  the  explanation,  the  step  taken  is  one  not  to  be 
commended  from  the  point  of  view  either  of  con- 
venience or  of  principle.  It  is  a  matter  of  minor  but 
sometimes  practical  moment  that  the  regulation  will 
prove  in  some  cases  (e.g.,  with  small  boxes  of  pills) 
to  be  impossible  to  carry  out  because  of  the  limited 
space  of  the  packet  to  be  labelled  compared  with  the 
elaborate  description  which  may  be  required.  The 
wording  of  the  new  ruling  leaves  one  or  two  matters 
obscure.  On  the  face  of  it,  a  considerable  change  is 
made  by  requiring  a  declaration  on  cartons  as  well  as 
on  labels — though  this  may  not  be  the  intention ;  and 
it  strikes  us  as  remarkable,  having  regard  to  the 
precision  of  the  wording  of  the  Acts,  and  especially 
of  that  of  1812,  that  nothing  is  revealed  as  to  the 


status  of  surgeons,  apothecaries  and  persons  who, 
though  not  chemists  and  druggists,  have  served  a 
regular  apprenticeship.  We  understand  that  the 
ruling  of  the  Board  comes  imto  force  forthwith. 
Although  we  fail  to  discern  the  connection,  it  is 
possible  that  this  new  decision  regarding  the  form  in 
which  the  disclosure  of  the  formula  must  henceforth 
be  made  stands  in  some  relation  to  a  recent  innova- 
tion which,  apparently,  marks  an  entire  departure 
from  an  accepted  principle.  We  refer  to  the  fact 
that  certain  articles  which  were  hitherto  liable  to 
duty  are  now  being  issued  unstamped  as  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedies,  a  departure 
which  not  unnaturally  has  aroused  the  keenest 
interest  among  chemists — an  interest  which  has 
only  partially  been  reflected  in  our  correspondence 
columns,  since  it  is  in  direct  contradiction  to  the 
strict  rule  "  once  chargeable,  always  chargeable  "  ; 
this  rule  the  late  E.  N.  Alpe,  in  his  "  Handy  Book 
of  Medicine  Stamp  Duty,"  illustrated  by  stating  that 
"  if  a  preparation  has  once  acquired  popularity  as  a 
stamped  medicine,  the  maker  would  not  be  allowed 
to  escape  payment  of  duty  by  taking  the  article  out 
of  the  charge."  To  our  knowledge  this  interpretation 
of  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  Act  has  not  been 
challenged,  and  pending  a  judicial  decision  to  the 
contrary  presumably  still  holds  good.  Indeed,  this 
very  important  question  was  ventilated  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  February  25  (C.  <£•  D.,  March  1, 
p.  252) ;  unfortunately  the  information  vouchsafed 
■by  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  failed  to 
make  the  position  clear,  inasmuch  as  it  did  not  con- 
tain any  authoritative  pronouncement  regarding  the 
legality^,  or  otherwise,  of  taking  a  hitherto  dutiable 
medicine  out  of  the  charge  by  complying  with  the 
terms  of  the  exemption  in  favour  of  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedies.  Steps  must  be 
taken  to  remove  this  uncertainty  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible, particularly  since  a  penalty  may  be  incurred 
by  exposing  for  sale  an  unstamped  medicine  that  is 
liable  to  duty,  and  even  by  receiving  or  keeping  for 
sale  by  retail  any  such  medicine.  However,  if  a 
chemist  is  in  doubt  he  may  safeguard  himself  by 
availing  himself  of  the  provision  contained  in 
Section  2  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act  of  1803,  to  the 
effect  that  persons  receiving  medicines  liable  to  duty 
which  do  not  bear  the  requisite  medicine  stamps,  or 
stamps  denoting  the  proper  duty,  are  required  to 
return  them  within  ten  days,  or  to  deposit  them  with 
the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  or  with  the  local 
officer  of  Inland  Revenue.  We  are  not  sure  whether 
this  provision  has  ever  been  put  into  practice;  but 
its  obvious  inconvenience  to  the  retailer  might  con- 
ceivably be  balanced  by  the  onus  that  would  fall  on 
other  interested  parties.  The  hampering  effect  of 
uncertainty  Upon  trading  does  not  need  to  be  empha- 
sised, and  chemists  will  no  doubt  see  how  greatly  it 
is  in  their  interest  to  take  some  combined  action  to 
have  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  things  cleared  up 
without  delay.

With  reference  to  the  extract  from  the  annual  administra- 
tion report  of  the  Aundh  State  (Bombay  Presidency)  for 
1928-29  on  the  subject  of  "  Davana  and  its  Essential  Oil  " 
(C.  <£■  D.,  November  30,  p.  669),  the  assistant  director  of 
the  sandalwood  oil  factory,  Mysore  Government,  Banga- 
lore, states  in  the  "  Indian  Trade  Journal  "  (vol.  xcv, 
No.  1223.  p.  478)  that  an  attempt  was  also  made  in  the 
Mysore  G-over.nment  -sandalwood  oil  factory,  Bangalore, 
in  October  to  -obtain  the  'essential  oil  from  davana  by 
steam  distillation.  A  description  of  the  experiments  con- 
ducted and  their  results  is  given  by  the  assistant  director 
as  follows  : — 

683  lb.  of  dry  davana — flower-heads,  leaves,  stalks  and  all 
— were  distilled  in  two  lots.  An  essential  oil  of  persistent, 
strong-  and  highly  penetrating  odour  and  dark  in  colour  was 
obtained,  a  small  quantity  of  which  when  redistilled  by 
steam  gave  an  oil  of  1>right  yellow  colour.  The  yield  of  oil 
was  only  .12  per  cent. ;  but  it  might  be  possible  to  get  a 
better  yield  if  fresh  raw  material  can  be  obtained.  Davana 
obtained  for  the  above  experiments  was  at  least  a  year  old 
and  it  was  said  to  have  been  dried  in  shade  before  storing. 
Further,  it  is  also  a  matter  for  investigation  whether  only 
flower-heads  and  leaves  contain  the  essential  oil  or  the  stalks 
as  well.  The  proportion  of  the  essential  oil  in  the  distillate 
was  only  1  in  9,000  and  the  distillate  water  was  also  highly 
odorous.  The  yield  of  oil  being  lowr,  it  is  worth  while  to 
adopt  "  cohobation  "  method  if  steam  distillation  is  resorted 
to. 


Determination  of  Citral 

The  following  is  the  sixth  report  of  the  Essential  Oil  Sub- 
committee to  -the  Standing  Committee  on  Uniformity  of 
Analytical  Methods.  The  Essential  Oil  Subcommittee  has 
found  that  the  method  official  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, 1914,  for  the  determination  of  citral  in  lemon  oil 
is  open  to  objection  on  account  of  the  large  variation  in 
the  results  obtained. 

The  following  solutions  are  required  :  Indicator — 0.2 
per  cent,  solution  of  pure  methyl  orange  in  60  per  cent, 
alcohol.  N 1 2  alcoholic  potash. — Prepared  with  pure  60 
per  cent,  (by  volume)  alcohol  and  standardised  against 
N/2  hydrochloric  acid,  using  methyl  orange  as  indicator, 
and  running  .the  alkali  into  the  acid  until  the  full  yellow 
colour  is  obtained.  N/S  hydroxylamine  hydrochloride.— 
Dissolve  3.475  gm.  of  pure  hydroxylamine  hydrochloride  in 
95  c.c.  of  pure  60  per  cent,  (by  volume)  alcohol;  add  10 
drops  of  the  indicator  solution,  and  adjust  to  the  full 
yellow  colour  of  the  indicator  with  the  N  / 2  alcoholic 
potash,  and  make  up  to  100  c.c.  with  60  per  cent,  (by 
volume)  alcohol. 

Method  of  Determination 

Weigh  out  exactly,  into  a  stoppered  tube  (approximately 
150  m?<j.  >ong  by  25  mm.  diameter)  about  10  gm.  of  the 
lemon  oil,  add  7  c.c.  of  N [2  hydroxylamine  hydrochloride 
and  one  drop  of  the  indicator  ;  shake  and  titrate  with  the 
A7' 1 2  alcoholic  potash  until  the  red  colour  changes  to 
yellow.  Continue  the  shaking  and  titrating  until  the  full 
yellow  colour  of  the  indicator  is  permanent  in  the  lower 
layer  after  shaking  vigorously  for  two  minutes,  and  then 
allowing  to  stand  to  separate.  The  reaction  is  slow 
towards  the  end,  but  should  be  complete  in  about  fifteen 
minutes.  The  completed  titration  liquid,  plus  a  slight 
excess  of  alcoholic  potash  (one  or  two  drops),  may  be  used 
as  colour  standard  for  the  end-point  of  a  subsequent  deter- 
mination. The  number  of  c.c. 's  of  N/2  alcoholic  potash 
required,  multiplied  by  the  correcting  factor  1.008,  by  the 
factor  0.076  for  citral,  and  by  100,  and  divided  by  the 
weight  of  the  oil  taken,  will  give  the  percentage  of 
aldehydes,  calculated  as  citral.  The  correcting  factor  is 
necessary,  owing  to  .the  fact  -that  the  end-point  of  the 
titration,  as  carried  out  above,  occurs  at  a  Ph  different 
from  that  of  neutral  hydroxylamine  hydrochloride.  The 
volume  of  the  N/2  hydroxylamine  hydrochloride  used 
should  be  varied  according  to  the  citral  content  of  the 
oil.  the  excess  of  hydroxylamine  hydrochloride  over  tiie 
alcoholic  potash  required  being  1  c.c.  to  2  c.e.  in  all  cases. 
Determination  made  by  members  of  the  Subcommittee  lead 
us  to  the  opinion  that  the  maximum  variation  with  this 
process  is  within  +0.1  per  cent. 


Using  the  Market  Reports 

By  Mercator 

There  is  more  romance  in  the  chemist's  calling  than  in 
the  majority  of  trades.  Possibly  the  grocers  have  some- 
thing of  romance  in' their  business  because  of  .our  common 
ancestry,  but  one  would  not  readily  associate  the  stuff  that 
dreams  are1  made  of  with  ironmongery  or  beef,  nor  trace 
the  histories  of  the  commodities  in  which  the  draper  deals 
back  to  the  realms  of  myth  or  legend.  It  is  possible  that 
the  retail  readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  do  not 
study  the  weekly  Trade  Report  very  carefully.  It  is 
intended,  one  supposes,  more  particularly  for  wholesale 
traders.  Yet  the  pharmacist  behind  the  counter  can- gain 
much  useful  information  from  these  columns. 

The  note  at  the  commencement  of  the  Trade  Report 
reminds  one  that  prices  are  those  obtained  by  importers 
or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities,  yet  a  note 
regarding  a  sharp  rise  in  the  cost  of  a  par 
ticular  drug  or  product  may  direct  attention  to  the 
fact  that  prices  have  -altered  and  loss  may  be  avoided. 
One  is  reminded  of  the  existence  of  differing  qualities, 
and  so  one  may  gather  valuable  "  talking  points  "  which 
may  be  used  effectively  at  the  counter.  For  the  man  who 
continues  to  take  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  goods  he 
sells  the  report  is  frequently  very  helpful.-  A  note  on  tha 
source  of  certain  -supplies  or  a  reference  to  a  new  trade 
route  may  send  him,  in  an  inquiring  frame  of  mind,  to  his 
old  text-books  to  verify  some  forgotten  point.  Lastly,  for 
the  apprentice  the  market  reports  provide  a  mine  of 
information  and  a  wealth  of  detail  connected  with  the 
world's  drug  supplies  which  no  one  text-book  presents  in 
so  "  live  "  a  form. 


Curcuma  Essential  Oils 

An  interesting  contribution  on  this  subject  by  B.  Sanjiva 
Rao,  Vishnu  Purushottam  Shintre  and  J.  L.  Simonsen 
appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  'f  Journal  of  the  Indian 
Institute  of  Science  "  (Vol.  IIa,  p.  195).  Curcuma 
zedoaria  grows  wild  in  the  Himalayas  and  is  cultivated 
throughout  India  and  Ceylon  and  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  The  Philippine  oil  was  examined  by  Bacon  in 
1910,  and  a  previous  examination  of  the  Indian  oil  was 
made  in  1924,  although  no  attempt  had  been  made  to 
identify  the  constituents.  The  rhizomes  of  Indian 
plants  were  disintegrated  and  distilled  in  steam,  giving 
a  viscid  dark  green  oil  (yield  0.94  per  cent.).  The 
following  constants  were  determined  : — Specific  gravity, 
0.9724:  refractive  index,  1.5002;  acid  value,  1.3;  saponi- 
fication value,  3.0  ;  saponification  value  after  acetyiation, 
66.6.  Fractionation  of  the  -oil  after  treatment  to 
hydrolise  the  esters  present,  using  a  four-pear  Young 
still-head,  was  carried  out,  and  the  constants  of  each 
portion  tabulated,  although  some  fractions  were  too 
deeply  coloured  to  permit  of  the  determination  of  the 
rotation  value.  Identification  of  (Z-a-pinene  was  effected 
by  the  preparation  of  the  nitrosochloride,  m.p.  104°-105°, 
and  the  presence  of  fZ-camphene  was  proved  from  its 
conversion  into  tZ-isoborneol,  m.p.  208°.  Cineol  was 
characterised  by  preparation  of  its  compounds  with 
phosphoric  acid  and  hydrobromic  acid.  Limonene  and 
dipentene  were  not  detected.  A  crystalline  solid,  m.p. 
186°-188°,  from  which  rZ-camphor  was  identified  after 
heating  with  phthalic  anhydride  was  also  noted.  The 
presence  of  rf-borneol  was  established  by  the  preparation 
of  the  phenylurethane,  m.p.  138°.  After  removal  of  the 
mixture  of  (Z-camphor  and  rf-borneol  treatment  with 
phthalic  anhydride  in  benzene  solution  gave  a  small 
amount  of  an  acid  phthalate,  m.p.  130°-132°,  giving  a 
silver  salt,  m.p.  90°-93°.  The  constants  _  do  not  agree 
with  the  derivatives  of  any  known  primary  alcohol, 
but  the  small  amount  prevented  further  examination. 
Refractionation  of  selected  portions  over  sodium  gave 
three  main  fractions  which  were  carefully  examined. 
The  analyses  were  :— (a)  C,  87.9;  H,  11.9;  (b)  C,  87.9; 
H ,  11.8  (C,rH,4  requires  C,  88.2;  H,  11.8).  Crystalline 
hydrochlorides  and  nitrosites  could  not  be  obtained  from 
any  of  these  fractions,  but  (c)  gave  a  small  amount  of 
nitrosate,  m.p.  82°-83°,  which  was  probably  zingiberene 
nitrosate.  Treatment  of  (b)  and  (c)  with  selenium 
yielded  cadalene,  which  was  identified  by  its  picrate. 
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Report  on  the  February  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  February  4  con- 
tained one  part  by  weight  of  bismuth  oxychloride,  five 
parts  of  barium  chloride,  and  four  parts  of  calcium 
phosphate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mix- 
ture is  : —

There  was  also  present,  as  impurity,  a  trace  of  a  car- 
bonate. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  fifty-four 
students,  and  seventeen  reports  were  returned  for 
examination.  Bismuth  and  chloride  were  mentioned  in 
every  list  of  constituents  detected.  The  failures  in  the 
detection  of  the  other  main  constituents  were  :  Barium, 
4 ;  calcium,  8 ;  phosphoric  acid  radical,  3.  Only  two 
students  failed  to  observe  the  evolution  of  water  when 
the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube,  but  eight  over- 
looked the  slight  evolution  of  carbon  dioxide  during  the 
dissolution  of  the  powder  in  hydrochloric  acid.  Main 
constituents  reported,  but  not  actually  present,  included 
lead,  aluminium,  and  magnesium,  and  the  radicals  of 
sulphuric,  nitric,  hydrobromic  and  oxalic  acids.

Perfumery  Materials  for  Chile 

All  the  synthetic  perfume  and  flavouring  materials  used 
in  Chile  are  imported,  as  the  <  onsumption  has  not  so  far 
warranted  the  installation  of  a  factory  or  packing  plant. 
Only  the  cheaper  grades  of  perfumery,  eau  de  Cologne, 
lotions,  face  powder,  face  creams  and  soaps  are  made  in 
Chile.  As  competition  among  these  has  devoleped,  efforts 
have  been  limited  mostly  to  offering  an  article  at  the 
lowest  price,  hence  there  is  a  demand  for  the  cheaper 
synthetic  perfumery  oils.  This  industry  has  not  yet 
learned  the  importance  of  standardising  its  products,  and 
it  frequently  happens  that  an  article  suddenly  changes 
very  greatly  owing  to  the  use  of  a  different  and  cheaper 
material.  Since  local  manufacturers  have  very  little 
technical  knowledge  of  essential  oils,  their  sale  is  ren- 
dered more  difficult.  For  instance,  samples  which  might 
give  splendid  results  with  some  manufacturers  are  con- 
sidered of  little  value  by  others  because  they  do  not 
know  how  to  use  or  combine  them  properly.  This  gives 
rise  to  complaints  against  quality. 

Essential  Oils  and  Extracts  Imported 

All  essential  oils  and  flavouring  extracts  imported  are 
grouped  together  under  the  heading,  "  Essential  oils  and 
extracts  for  industrial  uses,"  -and  it  is  impossible  to 
ascertain  exactly  what  this  comprises.  The  following 
table  shows  quantities  and  values  imported  during  the 
years  1925,  1926  and  1927,  with  countries  of  origin  : — •

It  is  surprising  to  note  that  the  quantity  and  value  of 
essential  oils  and  extracts  for  industrial  uses  declared  as 
imported  into,  Chile  declined  during  1927  compared  with 
receipts,  of  the  preceding  year,  since  the  industries  using 
these  materials  have  increased  in  importance  during  the 
last  two  or  three  years.  It  is  thought  that  one  ex2)lana- 
tion  lies  in  the  fact  that  importations  from  France  were 
unusually  large  during  1925 — 11.844  kilos  as  compared 
with  6,073  kilos  during  1924 — probably  due  to  the  very 
low  value  of  the  franc  in  1925,  which  enabled  buyers  to 
lay  in  a  large  supply,  and  evidently  left  them  with  a 
surplus  on  hand  for  use  in  later  years.  A  contributory 
reason  was  the  anticipation  at  that  time  of  air  early  re- 
vision of  the  import  tariff,  which  would  grant  greater 
profits  to  the  domestic  industry.  That  these  stocks  have 
not  been  consumed  seems  apparent  from  interviews  with 
some  of  the  large  buyers.  One  firm  stated  that  its  sales 
during  1928  will  show  a  reduction  of  about  40  per  cent, 
compared  with  those  for  the  previous  year. 

France  Supplies  Natural  Oils 

France  holds  an  important  place  in  the  sale  of  natural 
essential  oils,  although  it  does  not  rank  as  the  supplier 
of  the  greatest  quantity.  Germany  is  the  largest  partici- 
pant in  the  market,  but  most  of  its  exports  to  Chile  are 
of  the  cheaper  oils  and  synthetic  products.  Italy's  con- 
tributions for  the  most  part,  consist  of  the  natural  oik, 
such  as  lemon  and  orange.  Of  the  approximate  10  per 
cent,  supplied  in  recent,  years  by  the  United  States,  the 
greater  part  is  from  one  American  manufacturer. 

According  to  a  Canadian  Government  report  there  are 
now  no  fewer  than  forty-eight  brands  of  tooth  paste  and 
ninety-four  brands  of  talcum  powder  on  the  market  in 
Canada. 
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Trade  Report 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are 
charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even 
in  bulk  quantities.

The  depression  in  the  produce  markets  continues,  with 
but  little  sign  of  any  abatement,  and  not  until  the  Budget 
is  out  of  the  way  is  there  any  likelihood  of  an  improve- 
ment. In  Mincing  Lane  renewed  weakness  has  developed 
in  sugar  with  another  reduction  in  British  refined  of  3d. 
to  6d.  per  cwt.,  which,  so  far,  has  had  no  effect  on  the 
demand  in  view  of  the  continued  uncertainty  about  the 
American  and  Cuban  markets.  Plantation  rubber  declined 
considerably,  but  subsequently  steadied  in  spite  of  a 
heavy  increase  in  home  stocks.  In  the  pharmaceu- 
tical chemicals  group  continued  slow  markets  are 
reported.  The  only  changes  to  record  are  adjust- 
ments in  the  prices  of  aspirin  and  sodium  salicylate, 
with  home  and  Continental  makers  offering  at  level  rates. 
Further  particulars  regarding  the  advance  in  cocaine  are 
given ;  chrysarobin  is  lower.  Few  changes  have  occurred 
in  crude  drugs.  Higher  prices  are  asked  for  cod-liver  oil 
on  poor  fishing  results.  Cascara  sagrada  remains  firm, 
'London  deliveries  in  February  being  good ;  green  AHeppy 
cardamoms  are  dearer  for  forward  shipment;  gamboge  and 
fine  reboiled  dragon's  blood  are  scarce.  Cochineal  has 
declined.  African  ginger  for  forward  shipment  is  again 
lower,  but  partially  recovered.  Oalifornian  lemon  and 
orange  oils  are  lower.  Among  the  industrial  chemicals  the 
demand  continues  unsatisfactory,  with  prices  remaining 
much  about  the  same;  business  in  acetic  acid,  ammonium 
chloride,  caustic  potash  and  formaldehyde  has  been  smaller 
of  late:  zinc  oxide  is  very  competitive.  In  the  fixed  oils 
group  the  tendency  of  values  continues  in  buyers'  favour, 
about  the  only  exception  being  turpentine,  which  shows  a 
slight  recovery.  Castor,  ground  nut,  rape,  palm  and  palm 
kernel  oils  are  all  cheaper  to  buy.  Among  the  metals, 
antimony  of  all  descriptions  is  easier,  despite  a  fair  inquiry. 
Cadmium  continues  to  meet  with  a  regular  demand.  Mercury 
is  the  turn  weaker  in  the  open  market,  but  official  prices 
are  unaltered.    Platinum  has  been  further  reduced.

Crude  Drugs,  etc. 

Agae-agak  remains  very  firm,  Kobe  No.  1  being  scarce 
on  the  spot  with  sales  at  4s.  3d.  per  lb;  Kobe  No.  2  and 
Yokohama  No.  1  offer  at  4sv  on  the  spot.  For  March- 
April  shipment,  Kobe  No.  1  is  offered  at  3s.  8|d. ;  Kobe 
No.  2  at  3s.  5id.,  and  Yokohama  No.  1  at  3s.  4|d..  c.i.f. 

Aloes. — The  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
during  September  amounted  to  56.955  lb.  (£388),  against 
45,504  lb.  (£399)  in  September  1928.  During  the  nine  months 
ended  September  30.  1929,  the  exports  were  842,670  lb. 
(£5,693),  against  704,102  lb.  (£5,885)  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1928. 


Antimony. — Despite  a  fair  inquiry  for  spot  parcels,  holders 
have  been  more  anxious  to  do  business  and  terms  have  been 
further  shaded,  being  now  at  around  £29  15s.  delivered 
warehouse.  C.i.f.  quotations  for  shipment  are  easier,  rang- 
ing from  £25  5s.  to  £25  10s.  English  regulus  has  been 
reduced  another  £2  per  ton,  from  £48  to  £48  10s.,  but  other 
brands  are  about  as  before,  varying  down  to  about  £42  10s. 
Chinese  crude  is  idle  and  quite  nominal  at  about  £25  for 
70  per  cent.    Chinese  white  oxide  is  £34  to  £34  10s. 

Balsam  Canada  is  rather  higher  at  about  5s.  per  lb.  on  the 
spot.

The  livers  were  of  about  the  same 
ouality  in  both  years.  The  cod  fishing  south  of  Finmarken, 
which  starts  late  January,  has  been  much  smaller  this  year 
than  in  1929.  By  February  22  15,380  tons  cod  were  caught  and 
7  150  hectol.  steam-refined!  cod-liver  oil  were  produced  south  of 
Finmarken,  against  32,966  tons  cod1  and  16,960  bectol.  at  the 
same  time  last  year.

Scammony,  Jalap  and  Podophyllum  Resins 

Sib, — The  official  tests  for  the  resins  of  scammony,  jalap 
and  podophyllum,  which  formed  the  .subject  of  Mr.  Dott's 
paper,  reported  in  the  G.  cfc  V.  of  March  1  [p.  260],  have 
thus  again  been  brought  into  the  foreground ;  and  in  view 
of  the  probable  appearance  of  the  new  B.P.  at  a  not  very 
distant  date,  it  is  to  be  hoped  more  definite  instructions 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  respective  tests  will  be  given 
therein.  The  B.P.  solu'bilities  are  based  on  a  temperature 
of  15.5°,  and  no  doubt  the  solubility  tests  should  be  car- 
ried out  at  this  temperature ;  but,  as  Mr.  Dott  points  out, 
there  are  no  definite  quantities  stated,  and  there  is  no 
reference  to  the  time  factor — a  very  important  one  in  this 
ease.  The  subject  of  resin,  scammoniae  was  dealt  with 
very  fully  by  Messrs.  Deane  and  Edmonton  in  their  paper 
at  the  Conference  in  1921.  Their  results  are  at  marked 
variance  with  those  given  by  Mr.  Dott,  who  says  he  has 
not  found  so  low  a  figure  as  only  75  per  cent,  soluble  in 
ether,  and  suggests  "  not  under  85  per  cent."  as  a  mini- 
mum. Using  2  gm.  scammony  resin  in  20  c.c.  0.720  ether, 
Deane  and  Edmonton  found  the  ether-soluble  portion  to 
be  75  per  cent.,  and  using  2  gm.  in  30  c.c.  ether  the  soluble 
portion  averaged  only  73  per  cent.  The  figures  we  have 
found  over  a  large  number  of  samples  show  that  there  is 
a  very  great  variation  in  the  ether-soluble  content-  of 
scammony  resin.  During  the  year  1927,  from  an  average 
of  forty  samples  the  ether-insoluble  portion  was  15.1  per 
cent.,  some  samples  showing  as  high  as  22.0  per  cent, 
insoluble,  some  as  low  as  3  per  cent,  insoluble.  During 
1928,  from  the  same  number  of  samples,  the  average  of  the 
ether-insoluble  portion  was  8.26  per  cent.,  some  samples 
showing  as  high  as  26.0  per  cent,  insoluble,  some  as  low  as 
2.0  per  cent.  During  1929,  from  approximately  the  same 
number  of  ,  samples,  the  average  ether-insoluble  portion 
was  26.4  per  cent.,  some  samples  showing  over  50.0  per 
cent,  insoluble,  some  as  low  as  5.0  per  cent.  These  figures 
may  be  tabulated  thus  : —

It  has  been  stated  that  in  Mexico  the  1929  season  was 
unusually  wet,  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in  collecting 
and  drying  the  scammony  root.  It  may  be  that  this  is 
reflected  in  the  unusually  large  proportion  of  ether- 
insoluble  resin.  If  so,  and  if  the  standard  is  raised  from 
75.0  per  cent,  ether-soluble  to  85.0  per  cent.,  as  suggested 
by  Mr.  Dott,  then  the  great  hulk  of  a  poor  season's  collec- 
tion may  have  to  be  rejected.  There  seems  to  be  a  lack 
of  definite  evidence  that  the  chemical  tests  are  any  guide 
to  the  physiological  value  of  the  resin.  Our  method  of 
assay  is  to  use  1  gm.  of  the  crushed  resin,  which  .is  placed 
in  an  Erlenmeyer  flask  of  50  c.c.  capacity  :  20  c.c.  of 
0.720  ether  is  added,  the  flask  securely  corked  and  the 
contents  shaken  thoroughly.  The  flask  is  then  set  aside 
for  twelve  hours  (overnight),  after  which  the  ether  is 
poured  off,,  or  filtered  if  necessary.  After  washing  with 
an  additional  10  c.c.  ether,  the  insoluble  portion  is  dried 
at  100°  till  constant,  and  weighed.  Reference  to  the 
paper  by  Deane  and  Edmonton  will  show  that  the  moisture 
content  of  scammony  >resin  is  fairly  constant,  and  the 
ether-soluble  i  portion  may  be  very  closely  approximated 
from  the  insoluble  portion,  which  can  be  more  easily  deter- 
mined. In  the  case  of  resin  of  jalap  also"  no  quantities 
are  stated,  and  Mr.  Dott  suggests  1  gm.  of  the  powder 
well  stirred  with  30  c.c.  ether,  and  after  fifteen  minutes 
washing  the  insoluble  portion  with  more  ether.  We  sug- 
gest here  also  that  twelve  hours  would  be  better,  pro- 
ceeding as  in  the  case  of  scammony  resin,  and  that  the 
B.P.  figure  of  15.0  per  cent,  remain  :  but  it  would  be  well 
in  the  case  of  these  tests  if  there  were  some  uniformity 


with  the  pharmacopoeias  of  other  nations.  In  the  case  of 
resin  of  podophyllum  Mr.  Dott  suggests  0.5  gm.  of  the 
powdered  resin  stirred  with  30  c.c.  solution  of  ammonia, 
so  as  to  bring  the  powder  into  thorough  contact,  and  after 
half  an  hour  filtering  through  counterpoised  papers,  wash- 
ing, drying  and  weighing.  This  is  a  distinct  improve- 
ment, but  we  suggest  in  this  test  also  that  half  an  hour 
is  too  short  a  period,  and  would  substitute  twelve  hours 
(overnight).  In  this  connection  we  might  state  that  a 
sample  of  res.  podoph.  known  to  be  genuine  was  com- 
plained of  as  .not  being  soluble  in  solution  of  ammonia; 
0.5  gm.  was  thoroughly  mixed  with  30  c.c.  solution  of 
ammonia,  shaken  vigorously,  and  allowed  to  stand  over- 
night. Solution  was  almost  perfect,  and  on  filtering 
through  counterpoised  papers,  washing  and  drying,  the 
residue  was  hardly  weighable  !  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Dott 
for  bringing  this  subject  into  the  limelight  again,  and  we 
may  hope  that,  in  the  monographs  relative  to  these  resins 
in  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  there  may  be  more  definite 
instructions  for  carrying  out  the  specified  tests.

Immediately  that 
the  R.P.U.  is  satisfied  that  the  Board's  decision  is  un- 
alterable information  will  be  sent  out  to  every  chemist 
how  to  act  in  regard  ' to  the  new  requirements,  and  if  it 
becomes  necessary  the  R.P.U.  will  defend  the  chemists'

Calcium  Carbonate 

Sib,— Mr.  Quant's  note  regarding  "  calc.  carb."  is 
interesting,  and  his  observations  correspond  with  my 
own.  Two  points,  however,  cannot  be  overlooked  by 
the  retail  chemist,  namely,  "dosage"  and  uniform 
appearance.  The  dose  ordered  by  the  prescriber,  say, 
half  a  teaspoonful,  will  obviously  contain  a  smaller  dose 
of  each  ingredient  when  the  lighter  "  carbonate  "  has 
been  dispensed.  Our  practice  is  to  use  the- calc.  carb. 
praecip.  and  to  mark  the  fact  in  the  address  stamp,  so 
that  any  chemist  repeating  can  send  out  a  powder 
uniform  in  appearance  and  dose. — Yours,  etc.,

Cost  of  Repairing  Scales 

Sib, — Is  there  a  scale  users'  association  ?  If  not, 
there  ought  to  be  !  We  are  obliged  to  send  our  scales 
and  weights  to  be  tested  periodically,  and  most  likely 
they  come  back  marked  "  Rejected  :  must  not  be  used 
until  adjusted  and  stamped."  Next  we  take  them  to 
the  scale  repairers  or  manufacturers  and  inquire  what 
is  wrong.  We  are  told  the  scales  are  sluggish, 
and  are  given  the  alternative  of  repair  at  25s.  or  a 
new  set  of  scales.  Now,  when  one  knows  that  the 
only  fault  is  that  the  knife  edges  are  blunted  and  either 
require  sharpening  or  renewing  at  cost  of  a  few  shillings 
at  most,  one  feels  resentful.  The  repair  charge  is  just  a 
means  of  forcing  the  purchase  of  new  scales.  Have  we 
no  remedy?

Pharmacists  in  Public  Institutions 

Sir, — A  matter  which  deserves  the  attention  of  every 
pharmacist  has  arisen.  On  April  1  next  poor-law 
hospitals  and  institutions  will  be  transferred,  under  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1929,  from  the  control  of  Boards 
of  Guardians  to  that  of  County  Councils  and  County 
Borough  Councils,  who  will  then  have  under  their  con- 
trol over  400,000  hospital  beds  in  England  and  Wales,  as 
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compared  with  50,000  beds  in  voluntary  hospitals,  so 
that  the  great  bulk  of  the  hospital  accommodation  of 
this  country  will  then  be  under  the  control  of  local 
authorities.  The  draft  just  issued  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health's  proposed  Consolidating  Poor  Law  Order,  affect- 
ing transferred  hospitals  and  institutions,  makes  all  the 
following  principal  officers  : — Master,  matron,  medical 
superintendent  of  the  hospital,  medical  officer  of  an 
institution,  district  medical  officer,  chaplain,  school- 
master, schoolmistress,  relieving  officer,  superintendent 
nurse  (in  an  institution  with  not  less  than  100  sick  beds). 
Yet  the  public  pharmacist,  who  has  given  up  four  years 
of  his  life  to  obtain  his  qualifications,  accepts  great 
responsibilities,  needs  highly  technical  and  varied  know- 
ledge, and  on  whom  modern  medical  treatment  makes 
ever-increasing  demands,  is  not  mentioned  as  a  principal 
officer,  and  so  would  be  a  subordinate  officer  only.  The 
public  pharmacist  is  entitled  to  justice.  Is  he  getting 
it?  It  appears  not.  It  may  be  justice  that  the  officers 
above  named  should  be  principal  officers,  but  it  certainly 
appears  to  be  injustice  that  the  pharmacist,  who  deserves 
and  needs  to  be  a  principal  officer  to  properly  carry  out 
his  duties  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  etc.,  should  be 
a  subordinate  officer  only.  It  would  appear  that  the  phar- 
macist's status  diminishes  as  the  standard  of  attainment 
necessary  for  his  qualification  grows.  Some  pharmacists 
are  now  principal  officers,  for  so  far  back  at  1871  the 
Metropolitan  Dispensaries  Order  gave  to  those  dispensers 
appointed  under  the  said  Order  the  status  of  principal 
officers.  Then  some  25  years  ago  the  orders  issued 
for  the  separation  of  poor-law  infirmaries  from  work- 
house management  made  the  dispenser  in  the  infirmary  a 
subordinate  officer.  Now,  in  1930,  it  is  proposed  that  no 
dispensers  appointed  in  future  should  be  principal  officers. 
Public  pharmacy  is  one  of  the  battle  fronts  ;  success  or 
failure  on  one  front  affects  another.  If  ground  is  lost 
in  public  pharmacy,  it  weakens  the  position  of  the 
pharmacist  in  retail  business.  May  I  ask  every  phar- 
macist to  write  now  to  his  local  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  also  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  Ministry  of 
Health,  Whitehall,  London,  S.W.I?  We  need  to  be 
more  vocal,  less  retiring. — Yours  faithfully,

Four- Exposure  Film 

Sib, — I  have  read  with  interest  the  different  views 
regarding  the  above  question.  The  manufacturers  have 
endeavoured,  so  I  understand,  to  cut  off  this  source  of 
supply  and  have  failed,  hence  in  the  interest  of  both 
manufacturers  and  dealers  it  is  imperative  to  attack  this 
question  broad-mindedly.  I  feel  certain  that  sales  at  the 
6d.  stores  will  not  be  upset  by  the  eight-exposure  film, 
therefore  it  is  essential  that  we  should  have  a  similar 
film.  Needless  to  say,  this  film  should  not  be  branded 
with  manufacturers'  name,  and  therefore  should  not 
interfere  with  the  eight-exposure  branded  film,  but  it 
would  give  the  dealer  a  chance  to  convert  his  customers  to 
the  eight-exposure  film.  I  am  afraid  that  as  things 
stand  now  we  shall  simply  have  the  pleasure  of  looking 
at  the  people  swelling  the  stores.  I  dare  say  that  many 
dealers  will  disagree  with  the  above  view,  but  I  feel 
certain  they  will  all  agree  with  the  following  suggestion — 
that  all  dealers  who,  undertake  to  do  developing  and 
printing  of  the  6d.  film  should  t'e  approached  by  the 
Photographic  Dealers'  Association,  requesting  them  to 
discontinue  the  same  or  else  have  their  photographic 
material  stopped  by  the  manufacturers.  I  feel  certain 
that  this  could  easily  be  arranged  between  the  manufac- 
turers and  the  P.D.A.  Also  all  local  dealers  should  be 
informed  of  such  firms,  requesting  them  to  refrain  from 
patronising  those  firms. — I  am,  etc.,

Delayed  Invoices 

'Sir, — I  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  our  whole- 
salers to  a  practice  which  is  causing  chemists  all  over  the 
country  a  considerable  amount  of  unnecessary  annoyance 
and  trouble.  I  refer  to  the  way  in  which  invoices  are  held 
back  after  the  goods  have  been  dispatched.    This  might 


seem  at  first  glance  a  trivial  affair,  but  my  experience  if 
that  scarcely  a  day  passes  but  we  receive  a  consignment  oi 
goods  from  one  source  or  another  for  which  the  invoice  is 
not  to  hand.  The  result  is  that  a  list  has  to  be  made  of 
these  goods,  and  this  list  checked  over  with  the  invoice 
when  it  arrives  (in  some  cases  almost  a  week  after). 
Further,  it  is  the  custom  in  most  businesses  to  mark  the 
cost  price  on  drugs  and  sundries  when  the  goods  arrive, 
and  this  it  is  impossible  to  do  under  these  circumstances. 
I  am  sure  that  if  the  wholesalers  only  realised  how  grate- 
ful their  customers  would  be  to  receive  their  invoices 
before  the  goods  arrived  they  would  attend  to  the  matter 
without  delay. — Yours  faithfully.

Profit  Percentages 

Sir— The  note  on  "  Selling  Price  "  in  the  C.  &  D. 
Commercial  Compendium  on  February  15  adopts  the 
usually  accepted  rule  that  in  a  chemist's  business  a 
gross  profit  of  a  third  should  be  aimed  at  on  turn- 
over; but,  as  is  also  pointed  out  in  the  same  paragraph, 
many  proprietaries  only  show  10  or  15  per  cent.,  and 
therefore  to  balance  this  goods  such  as  sundries  should 
bear  considerably  more  than  a  third.  The  difficulty 
about  all  rules  of  fixing  selling  prices  and  profits 
comes  in  when  local  competition  has  to  be  met  ;  in 
most  cases  to  fix  one's  selling  prices  by  a  reasoned 
method  means  that  one  will  be  considerably  dearer  than 
other  shops  in  the  same  locality,  and  a  reputation  for 
dearness  is  likely  to  do  more  harm  to  the  turnover 
than  would  be  counteracted  by  an  increased  ratio  of 
profit.  This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  the 
retail  chemist  has  to  solve  at  the  present  time,  for 
there  are  so  many  other  traders  of  different  kinds 
featuring  chemists'  goods,  and  in  every  instance  the 
way  in  which  they  primarily  try  to  catch  the  public 
is  by  lowering  the  price. — Faithfully  yours,

Sir, — The  question  of  economics  put  by  Mr.  M.  F. 
Travers  Cleaver  (C.  <L  D.,  February  15,  p.  203)  as  to 
which  is  the  most  profitable  transaction,  to  sell  £10 
worth  of  goods  at  50  per  cent,  profit  or  £100  at  33J- 
per  cent.,  can,  of  course,  only  bear  one  answer  arith- 
metically, if  that  was  all  there  was  in  it.  Actually, 
there  are  very  few  nationally  advertised  proprietaries 
which  show  a  clear  third,  even  with  window-display 
allowance,  but  that  is  a  minor  point  in  the  argument. 
The  real  difficulty  is  due  to  the  position  which  has 
developed  so  acutely  in  the  last  twelve  months  or  so, 
where  lines  which  have  been  taken  up  by  chemists  are 
now  in  the  shops  of  all  and  sundry,  generally  at  cut 
prices.  Therefore,  I  ask,  which  is  the  best  for  the 
chemist  to  show  and  sell,  a  good  line  of  his  own  which 
becomes  a  regular  local  seller  from  his  own  shop,  or 
an  advertised  line  which  will  be  shown  at  2d.  or  3d. 
cheaper  in  the  oil  shop  opposite  the  week  after  he 
has  made  a  display  of  it?

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Dispensing  Notes  and  Difficulties 

Preventing  Fungoid  Growth 

Sir. — The,  following  mixture  develops  a  fungoid 
growth  after  five  or  six  days,  and  I  should  esteem  it  a 
favour  if  you  would  tell  me  how  this  can  be  prevented 
without  the  use  of  preservatives,  such  as  chloroform 
water,  as  this  would  alter  the  taste  : —

[Bromides  in  solution,  whether  concentrated,  such  as 
a  gr.j.  in  miij.  stock  solution,  or  a  weaker  one,  will  not 
keep  without  chloroform  water,  or  without  the  addition 
of  an  antiseptic  such  as  benzoic  acid  1  in  1,000.  In 
this  case  four  grains  of  benzoic  acid  could  hurt  no  one, 
and  when  other  drugs  are  added  to  the  mixture  there 
can  be  no  objection  to  the  antiseptic.  Mist.  pot.  brom. 
co.  cone.  (1 — 7)  is  only  kept  from  fungoid  growth  by  the 
spirit  in  the  tr.  card.  co.  It  should  be  made  by  dis- 
solving the  bromides  in  water,  then  autoclave  or  steri- 
lise, cool,  add  the  tincture  and  bottle  in  sterile  or  boiled 
bottles.  Inf.  gent.  co.  cone.  (1 — 7)  made  according  to 
the  B.P.C.  contains  17£  per  cent,  alcohol,  and  should 
keep  the  final  mixture  for  about  a  week.  Medicines 
should  be  dispensed  with  fresh  tap  water,  or  recently 
boiled  distilled  water.  Old  distilled  water  seems  to  be 
a  perfect  medium  for  fungoid  growths.  The  fault  there- 
fore can  be  attributed  chiefly  to  the  mist.  pot.  brom. 
cone,  being  too  old,  or  the  last  of  the  bottle,  or  the 
distilled  water  used,  or  the  patient's  own  bottle  being 
filled  without  cleansing.]  ' 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for, 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

D.  S.  &  H.  (14/38).— Horse  liniment.— This  is  rather 
a  difficult  question,  as  so  many  complaints  are  mentioned 
tor  treatment.  For  bursal  enlargements,  hyd.  oleas 
stands  pro-eminent ;  for  splints  and  spavin,  hyd.  iod. 
rub.,  with  a  little  pot.  iod.,  dissolved  in  spirit  or  water, 
or  hyd.  perchlor.  and  spirit  is  to  be  recommended  ;  for 
swollen  hocks  and  knees  any  ordinary  embrocation  or 
an  iodine  and  potassium  iodide  preparation  should  be 
used,  the  parts  being  well  fomented  before  using.  The 
last-named  would  probably  be  the  best  all-round  remedy. 

B.  D.  C.  .(21/11). — Herb  astringent  lotion. — This 
has  a  specific  gravity  of  0.94,  corresponding  to  alcohol 
50  per  cent.,  and  sufficient-  lavender  and /or  other  oils 
to  cloud  with  even  a  first  addition  of  water.  The  total 
solids  amount  to  only  0.4  per  cent.,  and  appear  to  consist 
of  gum  acacia  and  the  residues  from  the  essential  oils. 
— Mild  astringent  lotion. — This  solution  has  a  specific 
gravity  of  just  under  unity,  and  so  contains  probably  a. 
small  percentage  of  alcohol ;  it  contains  also,  probably, 
a  little  glycerine.  The  essential  components  appear  to 
be  gum  acacia,  about  1  per  cent.,  and  orange  flower 
water.       -  > 

Interested  .  (20/2).—  Any  preparation  which  would 
destroy  the  irises  would  probably"  render  the  ground  unfit 
for  cultivation  for  a  time,  otherwise  a  weed-killer  could 
be  used. 


Legal  Queries 

D.  L.  (27/82)  -.holds  business,  premises  under  a'  lease 
which  will  expire  in  fifteen  years'  time.  Will  he,  at 
the  end  of  the  period,  be  entitled  to  claim  a  new  lease, 
and,  if  so,  on  what  terms?  [It  will  be  possible,  in 
certain  circumstances,  for  "  D.  L."  to  claim  a  new 
lease  at  the  end  of  the  term  provided  that  he  gives 
the  requisite  notice, to  his  landlord  not  more  than  thirty- 
six  nor  less  than  twelve  months  before  the  present  lease 
expires.  In  the  absence  of  agreement  between  the, 
parties,  the  lease  will  be  for  such  period  not  exceeding 
fourteen  years  at  such  rent  and  on  such  terms  as  the 
county  court  may  prescribe.  When  the  last  year  of 
the  lease  approaches,  "  D.  L."  should  consult  a 
solicitor.] 

H.  C.  B.  (25/82)  lent  a  friend  £4,  which  he  promised 
to  repay  within  a  few  days,  giving  an  acknowledgment 
written  in  pencil.  This  document  was  not  stamped,  nor 
has  the  money  been  repaid.  Would  it  be  in  order  to 
get  the  borrower  to  sign  a  fresh  I.O.U.  on  a  stamped 
bill  form,  and,  if  so,  what  date  should  be  inserted,  the 
actual  date  of  signature  or  the  date  of  the  original  loan  ? 
[An  I.O.U.  is  valid  without  a  stamp,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  original  document  is  sufficient,  although  written 
in  pencil.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  document  em- 
bodies a  promise  to  pay  it  is  a  promissory  note  and 
should  be  written  on  a  form  appropriately  stamped. 
If  a  fresh  promissory  note  is  now  given  by  the  borrower 
either  date  would  be  legal ;  but  if  the  date  of  the  loan 
is  also  made  the  date  of  the  note  the  date  of  the  stamp 
should  agree.] 

./.  (J-.  I.  (21/82)  has  been  appointed  manager  of  a 
branch  shop  in  Scotland.  An  English  firm  state  that 
his  predecessor  ordered  from  them  a  quantity  of  goods 
before  he  left.  When  the  goods  were  delivered 
"J.  G.  I."  refused  to  accept  them,  and  returned  them 
to  the  firm,  who  also  refused  to  accept  them.  After 
lying  for  some  time  at ,  the  railway  station  the  goods 
have  now  been  sold  by  the  railway  company  to  pay 
the  storage  charges.  The  firm  now  claim  the  price  of 
the  goods.  What  is  the  legal  position?  [Accord- 
ing to  English  law  the  main  questions  to  be 
decided  are  these  :  Did  the  previous  manager  place  an 
order  for  the  goods  ?  Had  he  authority  to  place  the 
order  ?  Did  the  firm  execute  the  order  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  express  or  implied  ?  If  the  answers  to 
all  these  questions  are  in  the  affirmative  then  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  shop  are  liable  to  the  firm  for  the  value 
of  the  goods  less  any  balance  that  may  be  handed  over 
by  the  railway  company.  If  the  answer  to  any  of  these 
questions  is  in  the  negative  the  firm's  claim  would,  in 
our  opinion,  fail.  We  cannot  say  what  the  legal  position 
in  Scotland  may  be.]

Dispensing  Charges 

The  discussion  respecting  chemists'  charges  for  dispens- 
ing medicine  has  not  yet  subsided.  Its  first  symptom  was  a 
violent  accusation  on  the  part  of  a  physician  that  the  con- 
duct of  the  dispensing  pharmacist  in  the  matter  was  suicidal 
and  -that  eventually  the  medical  profession  would  either 
resume  their  old  custom  of  making  up  their  own  prescrip- 
tions or  would  join  together  to  establish  a  common  labora- 
tory at  which  their  patients  might,  obtain  medicines  at  a 
slight  advance  upon  the  cost  price.  Mr.  Sandford,  in  a 
well-worded  and  temperate  rejoinder,  settled  that  portion 
of  the  controversy.  .  .  .  The  late  Daniel  Hanbury  wrote  a 
short  paper  on  the  "  Price  of  Medicines  "  for  The  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Almanac  of  1870.  The  subject  vyas  foreign 
to  his  ordinary  line  of  research,  yet  his  handling  of  the 
matter  seemed  to  us  at  the  time,  and  now  more  than  ever, 
to  have  been  exhaustive.  Nothing_on  either  side  has  been 
advanced  which  is  not  stated  or  refuted  in  that communica- 
tion. The  circumstances  under  which  the  inquiry  was  con- 
ducted are  identical  with  the  present  crisis.
